Chad Wyatt won 
the battle but 
lost his own war

A A A hat could have been a happy 
Uu ending to months of terror for 
If a Northern California gay 
man never really had a chance at un¬ 
folding after his battle against wrong¬ 
ful imprisonment, declining health, 
and increasing depression. Former San 
Francisco and New York City resident 
Chad Wyatt was found dead in a Las 
Vegas hotel room on July 10, less than 
two months after being freed from the 
Siskiyou County Jail in Yreka, Califor¬ 
nia. Friends have speculated that his 
death may have been a suicide, al¬ 
though a coroner’s report has not yet 
been issued. Wyatt was 34 years old. 

The story of Wyatt - who was 
known as Chad Seibold when he lived 
in San Francisco in the 1980s (he 
changed his last name when his 
mother did) - should leave no doubt 
that gay men with HIV in this day and 
age still are prosecuted and persecut¬ 
ed with little evidence and virtually 
no means of legal defense. Wyatt, who 
tested positive as a teenager, moved to 
the small town of Yreka in October 
1999 to be with his family. In his spare 
time, he frequented the gay-friendlier 
town of Ashland, Oregon, just across 
the state line. There, he met two peo¬ 
ple who would come to play larger 
roles in his life. One was his friend 
Bob Rahl, who owned a popular Ash¬ 
land coffee and chocolate shop. The 
other was a young man whom Rahl 
knew to be a troubled teen with a his¬ 
tory of lying and an attraction to 
older men. The young boy told Wyatt 
he was 21 and HIV-positive, accord¬ 
ing to various sources, and Wyatt be¬ 
friended him in an attempt to provide 
some support. It was only after Wyatt 
reportedly refused the boy’s advances 
that he learned the truth; the boy was 
16, and HIV-negative. 

The boy, who had come from a 
troubled home and was dealing with 
many complex issues, soon landed in a 
local mental hospital for depression and 
what medical staff described as psy¬ 
chosis. The boy “had difficulty with re¬ 
ality,” according to hospital reports, and

ing to Health and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson, saying, “This report 
means that when condom use is discussed, it 
is no longer medically accurate - or legal for 
the CDC - to refer to sex as ‘safe’ or ‘protect¬ 
ed.’” 

Though the CDC participated in the NIH 
study, it has since reiterated condoms’ effec¬ 
tiveness against STDs. 

Response among many AIDS activists and 
service organizations was scathing. 

Maureen O’Leary, executive director of 
the national Gay and Lesbian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, said, “The danger is taking what 
Coburn is suggesting so that people might 
stop using condoms, thinking they’re not 
going to have any effect whatsoever. Our 
stand is that used properly, they reduce AIDS 
[risk] and other STDs. The NIH report sup¬ 
ports this view of condoms even though the 
research is not fully completed. 

“We encourage people to use condoms. Of 
course abstinence is the only real way to en¬ 
sure no transmission, but, given reality, it’s 
not the smart way. We want to make sure 
people have protection.”

The report did not address gay approach¬ 
es to sex. It concluded that condoms work 
well for HIV in male-to-female intercourse 
and in male gonorrhea, but found evidence 
inconclusive on several other common 
STDs. 

Coburn, who has long pushed for absti¬ 
nence, has tried to use the report to portray 
condoms as not safe enough.

Anti-gay crackdowns in Egypt, 
India spur concern over rights

A gay human rights group is working to 
focus the public spotlight on two major 
cases that it says are putting groups of 
gay men in Egypt and India at grave risk. 

In Egypt, 52 men were arrested on May 
11, have been held in prison, and are each 
facing up to nine years in prison for alleged¬ 
ly engaging in consensual sex aboard the 
Queen’s Boat, a floating nightclub docked on 
the Nile in Cairo. They are being tried for ob¬ 
scene behavior and religious contempt by a 
secretive state court in violation of interna¬ 
tional laws to Which Egypt subscribes, ac¬ 
cording to the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. 

“These men have been in prison for two 
months, they’ve clearly been tortured; people 
who saw them said some had been given elec¬ 
tric shocks, whipped, or threatened with 
dogs,” said Scott Long, IGLHRC’s program 
director, based in New York. 

Physical danger 

“I’m gravely concerned for their lives and 
safety,” Long told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“They should be released for their physical 
safety. 

“I think it’s appalling to see Islam, a reli¬ 
gion of mercy and community, used for 
short-term and highly cynical political ends.” 

The Koran views homosexuality strictly, 
in a way similar to that in Leviticus in the 
Bible, Long said, adding that the case ap¬ 
peared to be part of internal political strug¬ 
gles in Egypt. 

Long said Washington and Cairo last 



month tacitly cooperated in squelching ref¬ 
erences to men who have sex with men, sex 
workers, and other vulnerable groups, in the 
final report of a recent United Nations con¬ 
ference on HIV/AIDS. 

“These were removed from the document 
at Egypt’s instigation, and the U.S. played 
along,” Long charged. U.N. organizers invited 
IGLHRC to participate, then withdrew the 
invitation, and later allowed its HIV program 
officer, Karyn Kaplan, to make a brief ad¬ 
dress. 

In Egypt, a major problem is that most 
Egyptian lawyers are refusing to defend the 
men, knowing they’ll face disdain and stigma

if they take on the case. 

Egypt, Long said, is one of the worst coun¬ 
tries when it comes to repression on LGBT is¬ 
sues. 

By trying the men under the Egyptian 
Penal Code, the state is “trying to dispose of 
these men as quickly as it can,” Long added. 
“One of my concerns is this court is a state 
security court with no appeal.” 

Egypt has long used its penal code and pro¬ 
tections against religious blasphemy as a way 
to control dissidents. President Hosni 
Mubarak has used suppression of dissidents as

Ex-supervisor launches Assembly race, 
takes jabs at opponent and newspaper

! t was a reunion of lefty politi¬ 
cos and supporters at the Har¬ 
vey Milk Civil Rights Academy 
last Thursday, July 19, as former 
San Francisco Supervisor Harry 
Britt formally opened his cam¬ 
paign to replace outgoing Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden in the 
13th Assembly District. 

Britt used the occasion to try to 
fire up supporters, and also took 
some jabs at his main opponent 
for the March 2002 Democratic 
primary, San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno. 

Migden, who generated con¬ 
troversy within the LGBT com¬ 
munity when it was revealed last 
month that she’s supporting Britt, 
her mentor, over Leno, her pro¬ 
tege, was notably absent from last 
week’s event, although she did 
send a written statement. In it she 
blamed her absence on dealing 
with state budget matters in 
Sacramento. 

Despite previous reports about 
the difficulty Migden had in mak¬ 
ing a decision to endorse Britt 
over Leno, in her statement she 
said that it actually was “an easy” 
choice to make. 

“In Sacramento, the thought of 
Harry leading the progressives is 
just right,” Migden said in her 
statement, which was read by 
Sharon Johnson, a former aide to 
Britt and a longtime friend. “Harry 
is our connection to Harvey and 
that is a quality no one else can 
bring to the state Legislature.” 

Britt was appointed to the 
Board of Supervisors in 1979 by 
then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein fol¬ 
lowing the 1978 assassination of 
Harvey Milk. He went on to win 
several elections and was the first

openly gay president of the board 
before abruptly retiring from pol¬ 
itics in the early 1990s. 

During his remarks last week, 
Britt said he realized that many 
people would ask him questions 
about why he is running for As¬ 
sembly, particularly since he chose 
not to seek re-election to the 
Board of Supervisors in 1992. At 
that time, he said he was weary of 
politics. 

Britt, a former Methodist min¬ 
ister, said that since he started 
teaching at New College’of Cali¬ 
fornia several years ago, he real¬ 
ized he wanted to run for office 
after being approached by people 
who thought Leno was “unaccept¬ 
able to represent the district.” 

“Growing up in Port Arthur 
[Texas], putting energy into the 
church, fleeing from the church, 
being touched by Martin Luther 
King Jr. and Harvey Milk, and 
teaching has prepared me for the 
task that needs to be done,” Britt 
said. 

Britt started out his speech 


with a stinging attack on Leno’s 
campaign. “I have been, over the 
last few weeks, angry over how the 
Leno campaign has been treating 
Carole [Migden]. It’s not right,” 
Britt said. He was apparently re¬ 
ferring to the press release put out 
by the Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club that accused 
Migden’s staff of attempting to 
derail an early endorsement of 
Leno by the club that occurred 
earlier this month. The club voted 
61-4 to endorse Leno. 

Reached for a comment, Leno 
vigorously denied the charges. 
“The Leno campaign has yet to 
make a comment about the as¬ 
semblywoman and has no plan to 
comment in the future,” Leno told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

In a second jab at Leno, Britt 
said that people often ask why he’s 
running against the supervisor. “I 
don’t feel like I’m running against 
Mark,” Britt said. “Mark is a nice 
guy. [But] there comes a point 
when niceness just isn’t enough; 
you need to reach down and find 
your anger and find self-respect 
instead of demanding assimila¬ 
tion. Power never submits without 
a struggle.” 

Asked about Britt’s comment, 
Leno said, “My accomplishments 
championing issues of impor¬ 
tance to our community speak for 
themselves. I will continue to deal 
with issues, not personalities.” 

In a bizarre statement out of 
left field, Britt also took a stab at 
the B.A.R.. “People keep asking 
me where I’ve been for the last 
eight years,” he said. “The B.A.R. is 
doing a series on my illegal drug 
use and my return to heterosexu¬ 
ality.”

,, by the Internal Revenue Ser- 
Jrll vice for apparent non-pay¬ 
ment of taxes, South of Market’s 
The Bear Store, home of the par¬ 
ent company Brush Creek Media, 
re-opened last week for business. 

“We’d like to thank our cus¬ 
tomers, contributors, subscribers, 
vendors, and distributors for their 
support and patience during this dif¬ 
ficult time,” said a statement from 
Brush Creek Media. “We also appre¬ 
ciate your patience as we sort 
through and fulfill merchandise or¬ 
ders, magazine subscriptions, whole¬ 
sale orders, and financial commit¬ 
ments made before our closure, as 
we plan to honor those obligations.” 

Operations will go on as close 
to usual as possible. Magazines are 
in the mail or at the printer, and 
several videos are in the final 
stages of editing. Additionally, the 
company has announced the 
launch of www.bearmag.com, a 
members-only Web site that al¬ 
lows access to archives from the 
past two decades. 

It has been almost a month 
since the IRS descended upon the 
Bear Store at 367 9th Street, clos¬ 
ing the shop on June 20, just be¬ 
fore Pride weekend. According to 
records, the IRS issued a tax lien 


against Brush Creek on May 31 I 
for an unpaid balance of $54,028.

IS s it stands, all of us can have 
our genitals groped and 
; midentities attacked by law 
enforcement without much re¬ 
course. But for those of us who are 
gender-variant (mild-mannered 
boys, butch women), or who are 
involved in any form of street ac¬ 
tivism, the chances of being the 
target of such sexual assaults are 
much greater; all it takes is one 
demonstration gone awry to face 
LGBT discrimination by police on 
the basis of gender presentation. 

It therefore behooves interest¬ 
ed community members to attend 
a town meeting on Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 9, for a presentation on the 
findings of how county jails affect 
transgender people, and for fur¬ 
ther discussion of the creation of 
guidelines for law enforcement to

Meeting addresses gender 
discrimination in jails 
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Pride returns over $100K

W* he money given back to 
7 community groups by the 
1 San Francisco LGBT Pride 
Parade and Celebration hit a new 
high this year of more than 
$110,000, a 40 percent increase 
over last year’s $78,181. 

Checks were presented to bene¬ 
ficiaries - organizations that pro¬ 
vided volunteers for Pride events - 
at a special party on Monday, July 
23 at Planet Hollywood. Grand 
marshals Duane Cramer and Sandy 
“Mama” Reinhardt attended the 
party, along with Pride staff and 
representatives of the 33 groups 
that received funds through Pride’s 
“community partner” program. 

“We had a great year. The event 
was the most diverse ever with the 
largest attendance and a financial 
result which allows us to give back 
a record amount to the communi¬ 
ty,” Pride President Cecilia Chung 
said in a statement. 

“Without doubt, we have hit a 
high water mark,” added Pride Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Teddy Withering- 
ton. “It’s due to the support we get 
from our community that we are 
able to put on a free event of this 
scale with quality entertainment, 


10 stages, pay all our bills, com¬ 
pensate our performers fairly, and 
still have $110,000 to give back by 
the end of it all.” 

San Francisco’s largest event 
also drew a record attendance of 
approximately 1 million people 
over the course of the June 23-24 
weekend. A sticker system at the 
festival gates helped boost dona¬ 
tions, and a slight increase in bev¬ 
erage sales contributed to the 
record total being returned to 
community groups. The $3 sug¬ 
gested donation at the gate was 
not mandatory, and no one was 


turned away if they did not con¬ 
tribute, organizers said. 

Witherington noted that the 
amount of money that Pride gives 
back to the community has been 
increasing since 1997, along with 
higher standards of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility and financial solvency. 

“While there are still two 
months to go until Pride closes its 
books and the annual audit, it is 
clear that the organization has 
handled the finances responsibly 
and will end the cycle comfortably 
in the black, for the fourth succes¬ 
sive year,” Witherington said. ▼ 


Brian Carmichael's appeal delayed

|P|| ay prison rights activist 
If ^ Brian Patrick Carmichael, 
who last month received a 
one-year sentence on a misde¬ 
meanor battery charge instead of 
a felony third strike sentence of 27 
years to life, has appealed the less¬ 
er sentence, but an appeals court 
issued a stay last Friday, July 20, ef¬ 
fectively delaying the matter for 
several weeks. 

Santa Clara County Assistant 
District Attorney David Soares 
filed a writ with the Sixth District 
Court of Appeals in San Jose last 
Thursday, and the appeals court 
judge issued the stay Friday morn¬ 
ing. Carmichael’s attorney, Dan 
Mayfield, said that the appeals 
court probably issued the stay to 
give the court more time to review 
the matter. 

Soares cannot appeal the sen¬ 
tence handed down last month by 


Superior Court Judge Alden E. 
Danner. Danner, who heard 
Carmichael’s non-jury trial in 
January, determined that 
Carmichael should not be sen¬ 
tenced for the felony battery con¬ 
viction, and instead reduced the 
charge to a misdemeanor. Soares 
disagrees with Danner’s decision 
and believes Carmichael should 
be convicted of a third strike. 

The case against Carmichael 
stems from an incident that oc¬ 
curred at San Jose International 
Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an air¬ 
plane. Police were waiting at the 
airport to talk to Carmichael, who 
while on the airplane in Dallas, 
got into an argument with a pas¬ 
senger who wanted the seat 
Carmichael had been told was re¬ 
served for his severely ill brother. 

After Carmichael got off the 
airplane, police retrieved a bag 
from the plane containing his 
brother’s medications. Carmichael 


attempted to open the bag, despite 
officers telling him not to. During 
a scuffle that followed, he fell on a 
police officer, who later reported 
that he suffered an injury. 

During Carmichael’s sentenc¬ 
ing hearing last month, eyen 
Soares admitted that the injury al¬ 
legedly suffered by the officer was 
not serious. 

The appeals court indicated it 
will accept briefs and set an Au¬ 
gust 8 deadline, Mayfield said last 
week. He said the appeals court 
has two decisions. First, it can de¬ 
termine whether the stay should 
remain in effect or be lifted; sec¬ 
ondly, it can decide whether to 
hear Soares’s claim that Danner’s 
sentencing decision was an abuse 
of his judicial discretion. 

In another matter, Mayfield 
told Danner last week during the 
brief court session that 
Carmichael, who is HIV-positive, 
is having trouble getting his HIV

35-year-old Stud bar 
celebrates like a kid

| t’s a custom, or so say the tele- 
-i vision advertisements. After 
m accomplishing an important 
achievement, you’re supposed to 
go to Disneyland. 

That’s what the staff members 
of the Stud bar are doing this 
weekend. The fairy tale adventure 
has been paid for by the owners in 
honor of the bar’s 35 years of ser¬ 
vice, a birthday celebrated last 
month to much fanfare and ap¬ 
preciation. 

“It’s the kind of place that will 
have something for everyone,” re¬ 
marked Stud co-owner Benjamin 
Guibord, a.k.a. Fiesta. “And that’s 
hard to do with a staff like ours.” 

If San Francisco is the city of 
misfits, then the Stud is quintes¬ 
sential San Francisco: a watering 
hole for crowds as diverse as the 
LGBT community offers; a hang¬ 
out for those who refuse to be¬ 
have. 

“Almost from the very begin¬ 
ning, we have been a place for the 
black sheep in the family to go,” 
said Guibord, who along with 
Michael McElhaney, runs the 
place according to its rebel tradi¬ 
tions. “We attract all ages, all races, 
all types of people, from the 
leather crowd to those in the 
dance scene, to the artists.” 

The bar began on Folsom 
Street as a project of Jerry Jones, 
a.k.a. Trixie. Trixie was also 
known for launching the Ham¬ 
burger Mary’s empire, and in a 
sense, “we’re sort of a spin off of 
that restaurant,” according to Gui¬ 
bord. The years passed and own¬ 
ers changed hands a few times, 
sometimes due to the heavy death

toll of AIDS. Guibord, a longtime 
employee and bookkeeper for the 
Stud, took over ownership in 
1995, while McElhaney bought 
into the establishment in 1997. 

“Everyone who works here sort 
of agrees; the Stud is like a person. 
We feel... not a ghost, but some¬ 
thing tangible here,” said Guibord. 

The Stud has been in its cur¬ 
rent location at 9th and Harrison 
for the past 14 years. Several coats 
of paint have come and gone (the 
exterior is now an immaculate 
wild pansy blue with red trim), 
but the atmosphere has remained 
the same: anything goes. 

“Even in the early 1970s, we 
were one of the only alternative 
bars around,” said Guibord. “We 
wouldn’t even join the gay groups 
like the Tavern Guild; we wanted 
to do our own thing.” 

Indeed, a look at the bar’s 
schedule of events proves that

there is a market for individuality. 
Also noteworthy is the fact that 
the bar is one of the only places in 
town that appeals to men and 
women equally. Currently, the 
Stud hosts “Club Trade” on Mon¬ 
days, a hip-hop, deep house, and 
soul night; the famous “Tran- 
nyshack” on Tuesday nights for 
drag queens and kings and tranny 
chasers; a retro music night on 
Wednesdays; and “Reform Skool” 
for boys on Thursdays. Friday re¬ 
mains an all-women’s line-up, 
with the Latin party “Chula,” the 
hip-hop parties “Rise,” “Red,” and

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Condoms help prevent HIV 


Wjjp he conservative reaction to a report on 
V- condoms issued by the National Insti- 
I tutes of Health last week was pre¬ 
dictable, given the country’s shift to the 
right under President Bush. 

The report stated that condoms can 
greatly reduce transmission of HIV and 
gonorrhea. Scientific evidence is less clear, 
the report went on to say, as to how con¬ 
doms protect against other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. The report attributed this 
conclusion to limited research and called for 
more studies. 

Groups with right-wing connections 
seized upon the report to denounce the use 
of condoms and to offer their own “solu¬ 
tion” to STD prevention: sex only within a 
monogamous marriage. 

As public health officials and AIDS ad¬ 
vocates have been saying for years, condoms 
are extremely effective in preventing HIV. 
We’ve been saying it too, and men who have 
sex with men should not cease using con¬ 
doms just because social conservatives op¬ 
erate under the misguided illusion that ab¬ 
stinence is the only form of sex education. It 
is not. They’re burying their heads in the 
sand and potentially endangering lives when 
they condemn the use of condoms. While 
they cling to the belief that abstinence is the 
only form of STD prevention, it’s unrealis¬ 
tic for many, meaning that it fails more 
often than condoms, as Paul Kawata, execu¬ 
tive director of the National Minority AIDS 
Council pointed out. 

No one is saying that condoms are 100 
percent effective in preventing HIV and 
other STDs; however, they significantly re¬ 
duce the risk of STDs, particularly HIV. 

It should come as no surprise that the in¬ 
stigator behind the condom study is former 
Congressman Tom Coburn, the notorious 
right winger who had battled with AIDS ac¬ 
tivists for years before finally leaving the 
House of Representatives.

Jjit|| n July 12, a group calling itself the Al- 
gl liance for Marriage announced that it 
% W intends to campaign for a 28th 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 
Framed as a preemptive measure intended 
to prevent “activist judges” from circum¬ 
venting the will of the majority, it reads: 
“Marriage in the United States shall consist 
only of the union of a man and a woman. 
Neither this constitution or the constitution 
of any state, nor state or federal law, shall be 
construed to require that marital status or 
the legal incidents thereof be conferred 
upon unmarried couples or groups.” 

The LGBT press covered the story, of 
course, and there was a flurry of press releas¬ 
es from national LGBT rights organizations. 
NPR’s Morning Edition featured a short in¬ 
terview with a representative from the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union. And that was it. 
The response from the mainstream media 
was thoroughly underwhelming. 

Representative Barney Frank (D-Massa- 
chusetts) was quoted in several articles as 
saying he doesn’t think the proposed 
amendment “ will go anywhere at all.” Given 
that it will have to pass both houses of Con¬ 
gress with a two-thirds majority and the leg¬ 
islatures of 38 states, he’s probably right. 

One organization chose not to respond 
to the alliance’s campaign at all, saying that 
any response from the LGBT community 
would only focus attention on an issue that 
was being all but ignored by the mainstream 
press. And they, too, are right. 

Nowhere in all of the indignant con¬ 
demnations issued by national LGBT orga¬ 
nizations in the wake of the alliance’s an¬ 
nouncement is the word “marriage” invoked 
in relation to lesbian and gay couples. The 
Human Rights Campaign, the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, and the ACLU all 
perform linguistic backflips around the m- 
word while talking about how the proposed 
amendment poses a danger to gay and les¬ 
bian families. 


Francisco) and several House colleagues, in¬ 
cluding Oakland Congresswoman 
Barbara Lee (D), fired off a letter to 
Health and Human Services Sec¬ 
retary Tommy Thompson ex¬ 
pressing their frustration over the 
issue. “Undermining the public’s 
confidence in condoms could lead 
to decreases in condom use and in¬ 
creases in risky behavior, unwanted 
pregnancy, and the spread of 
preventable disease. This 
would be particularly harmful 
to efforts to prevent new HIV 
infections, domestically and in¬ 
ternationally, because the presence of an¬ 
other STD infection increases an individ¬ 


ual’s chance of contracting HIV,” they wrote. 
They urged Thompson to contract with the 
independent Institute of Medicine to 
conduct an independent scientific re¬ 
view. 

Given San Francisco’s recent rise 
in HIV infection rates, it is imperative 
that gay and bisexual men continue to 
practice safer sex, and that means 
using condoms. While we under¬ 
stand that the message of “Use 
a condom, every time,” is now 
tiresome to many, without a 
cure or vaccine, men who have 
sex with men are putting them¬ 
selves at greater risk for contracting HIV 
when having unsafe sex. T

HRC’s Donna Payne calls the proposed 
28th amendment “an unnecessary attack on 
lesbian and gay Americans,” which sounds 
uncannily like the defense used by the No 
on Knight campaign during the Proposition 
22 battle. With all due respect to the many 
people who worked so very hard on that 
campaign, that tactic failed for a reason. The 
majority of Americans believe it is wrong to 
discriminate against LGBT people. The ma¬ 
jority of Americans are also opposed grant¬ 
ing us full equality in marriage, but do 
favor extending some rights and bene¬ 
fits to gay and lesbian couples. The 
majority of Americans are not stu¬ 
pid, just uninformed. In order to 
win the hearts and minds of the 
voters who believe that both dis¬ 
crimination and same-sex mar¬ 
riage are wrong, our arguments 
have to be more forth¬ 
right and honest. This is 
our issue. The alliance is 
focusing more attention 
on it than it would otherwise have. Should¬ 
n’t we take advantage of that? 

The alliance’s Web site will tell you over 
and over that marriage must be limited to 
the union of one man and one woman in 
order to protect and strengthen it. Nowhere 
is it explained just how that will shore up 
the institution or what threat gays and les¬ 
bians pose. That is because there is no rea¬ 
sonable answer to those questions. At the 
center of the average heterosexual’s discom¬ 
fort with gay and lesbian marriages lies prej¬ 
udice. After all the sound bites and cliches 
are stripped away, the simple fact is that our 
relationships are presumed to be inferior. 
That attitude must be confronted. We need 
to assert the validity of our relationships 
and show people that believing that gays 
and lesbians are equal human beings, while 
simultaneously denying them access to the 
rights and benefits of marriage, is not just 
inconsistent, but inhumane. 

In 1967 the Supreme Court ruled in Lov¬ 
ing v. Virginia that banning interracial mar¬ 
riage was unconstitutional. Chief Justice 


Earl Warren declared “the freedom to marry 
has long been recognized as one of the vital 
personal rights essential to the orderly pur¬ 
suit of happiness by free men.” 

Matt Daniels, executive director of the 
Alliance for Marriage, challenged “the ho¬ 
mosexual movement to play fair on the 
playing field of democracy,” and said, “if 
they want the benefits of marriage allocated 
to a wider circle of groups, they need to con¬ 
vince the majority of people it’s the right 
thing.” So why should we bury our heads in 
the sand and hope that this all just blows 
over? And, given that the future of the pro¬ 
posed 28th amendment looks bleak, even if 
we fail to convince the majority of 
Americans that we deserve mar¬ 
riage, we can only make the cli- 
I mate more hospitable for the 
inevitable breakthrough deci¬ 
sion handed down in 
some lucky state’s high 
court. 

In Florida, Tampa Po¬ 
lice Officer Lois Marrero was killed in the 
line of duty. On July 13, the day after the Al¬ 
liance for Marriage hatched its diabolical 
plot, a Florida court ruled that Mickie 
Mashburn, a fellow Tampa Police officer 
and Marrero’s partner of 10 years, is not en¬ 
titled to pension and survivor benefits. Most 
Americans believe that gays and lesbians 
will achieve the right to marry some day. 
Every day until then holds the potential for 
more headaches and heartbreak for millions 
of American couples. T

Loose strings 

Goran Ivanisevic may have a few strings loose in 
his head as well as his tennis racket, but that does not 
excuse Jim Ptovenzano from making bigoted and 
racist comments about the Croatian people, “...the 
backwards Cretin - excuse me - Croatian” and “Croa¬ 
tia, where slaughtering Serbs is the national pastime.” 
Nor does it excuse the editors of the B.A.R. from 
printing such statements [“Goran piece,” Sports Com¬ 
plex, July 19]. 

The first statement is so sickening as to not even 
warrant a response. The second slur demands a re¬ 
sponse in the interest of fairness to the Croatian peo¬ 
ple. In 1995 Croatia regained its independence after 
more than 900 years of foreign rule. Over 90 percent 
of Croatians had voted for independence from Yu¬ 
goslavia in a 1991 referendum. The Yugoslav army 
moved in to prevent the break away, and the Croatian 
armed forces fought back to defend themselves and 
win their independence. According to Marcus Tan¬ 
ner’s book, Croatia, A Nation Forged in War, during 
the war of independence, Croatia suffered over 6,600 
official deaths with another 13,700 “missing.” Some 
12 percent of the entire housing stock was destroyed. 
Churches were targeted in a war against Croatian cul¬ 
ture. More than 470 ecclesiastical buildings were badly 
damaged or destroyed. In 1991 and 1992 the Yugoslav 
navy shelled the United Nations cultural heritage city 
of Dubrovnik, striking more than two-thirds of the 
buildings in the old town. The baroque city of Vuko- 
var on the Danube was reduced to rubble. Nearly 400 
patients in the Vukovar hospital were murdered and 
their bodies dumped in a mass grave. 

Our constitution guarantees Provenzano and other 
bigots, such as the Ku Klux Klan, the right to free 
speech. However, fair-minded people have the obliga¬ 
tion to object to such hate speech and demand the 
B.A.R. apologize to the community for its distribution.

Israeli-Palestinian conflict 

A recent letter from QUIT, Queers Undermining 
Israeli Terrorism [Mailstrom, July 19] regarding “sup¬ 
port of the liberation of any of our peoples” and recit¬ 
ing their purported knowledge of the history of 
human rights abuses concerning the Israeli-Palestin¬ 
ian conflict needs a point of clarification. While in 
spirit I support their liberation ideology with respect 
to socioeconomic and human rights issues, I must 
lodge a protest of dissent regarding QUIT’S historical 
perspective of the current Palestinian refugee crisis 
and the assertion that Israel’s campaign of “terror” 
drove Palestinians from their homes in 1947. 

Documented history records a different portrayal 
and to fully understand and grasp this conflict, one 
must journey back in time a thousand years or more 
and contemplate the historical events and conse¬ 
quences that surround the current situation we face 
today. 

When QUIT and others say that Palestinian 
refugees have a right to go home to the lands that Is¬ 
rael “invaded,” they need to reevaluate what they say. 
The U.N. 1948 Resolution 194(111), called for permit¬ 
ting refugees to return to their “homes” as legal sup¬ 
port for an alleged “right of return” to the Jewish state. 
Granted, it was specifically rejected by Israel, but this 
resolution was also rejected by all Arab states, because 
they found it insufficiently anti-Israeli. Additionally, 
Resolution 194(111) emphasized that refugees should 
be permitted back only if they wished to “live at peace 
with their neighbors.” In fact, the Palestinian insis¬ 
tence on a “right of return” to the Jewish state has al¬ 
ways been intertwined with the rejection of Palestine’s 
partition into two states and the continued Palestin¬ 
ian aspiration to exterminate the Zionist state of Is¬ 
rael. When supporters of Palestinians speak of imple¬ 
menting their “right of return” to Israel, they are not 
speaking of a peaceful co-existence with Israel, but 
rather they are using a particular vernacular regarding 
the destruction of Israel. 

Most Jews, progressive and otherwise would prob¬ 
ably agree with QUIT’S dogma regarding human 
rights for all and socioeconomic liberation for all. 
Many Jews also agree that democratically elected 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon is too far to the right and 
has too heavy of an iron hand. 

In conclusion, in its quest concerning human rights 
abuses, perhaps QUIT might extend a helping hand to 
their gay brethren in Egypt, where recently 52 men 
were arrested on charges of obscene behavior and con¬ 
tempt of religion, i.e., code word for homosexuality. 
Perhaps QUIT can start a legal aid campaign fund for 
these men, since the secretary-general of the Egyptian 
Organization for Human Rights, Hafez Abu Saada, has 
said “sexual preference is not a human right,” and was 
further quoted in the Cairo Times, saying “Personally, 
I don’t like the subject of homosexuality, and I don’t 
want to defend them.”

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Gary Condit writes 
his own political obit

i ashington, D.C. Police 
Chief Charles Ramsey is 

1 - sending messages that his 
department has all but given up 
any real hope of finding missing 
intern Chandra Levy alive. With 
Levy, the former federal intern who 
was romantically finked with Rep¬ 
resentative Gary Condit, missing 
for more than 12 weeks, authorities 
are privately saying that the odds of 
her being found alive are dwin¬ 
dling and Ramsey told reporters 
last week that there is now a “fairly 
significant” chance that the Levy 
case might never be solved. 

FBI and D.C. police officials say 
that across the nation missing peo¬ 
ple typically are found about 75 
percent of the time, with recovery 
rates even higher in the D.C. area, 
and that a majority of missing- 
person cases are actually solved 
within two days or a week. D.C. 
police say they resolved all 
but 130 of the nearly 
5,000 missing-person 
cases reported last year, 
most within 48 hours. 

As for Condit, it 
took police three inter¬ 
views before he would 
even acknowl¬ 
edge that he 
had a romantic 
relationship 
with Levy before she disappeared. 
Ramsey steadfastly maintains that 
Condit is “not a suspect” in the 
case but he urged the congressman 
to submit to a lie detector test ad¬ 
ministered either by his depart¬ 
ment or the FBI in order to clarify 
details about their relationship. 
Condit took and passed a poly¬ 
graph test administered at the re¬ 
quest of his lawyer, Abbe Lowell, 
but police call that exam “useless.” 

Despite Ramsey’s insistence, 
I’ve been in the business long 
enough to know that Condit is a 
suspect - of something at least. 
They don’t ask the guy to take a 
polygraph test, search his home 
and put a tail on him 24-7 unless 
they suspect him of something. 
Still, those close to the case, while 
saying that Condit has done 
everything wrong so far - he has 
arguably obstructed justice since 
day one and in the process has be¬ 
come a national poster boy for 
selfish womanizers - still say that 
the odds are he is innocent in 
Levy’s disappearance. Most agree 
that the only way Condit can end 
the cloud of suspicion hanging 
over him is to stop hiding behind 
his high-priced lawyers and PR 
people (who seem to be constant¬ 
ly giving him bum advice), volun¬ 
tarily submit to the polygraph test, 
and immediately hold a news con¬ 
ference to answer any and all 
questions. Get it done, move on, 
and hope for the best. 

As for Condit’s political future? 
Personally, I think he’s toast; oth¬ 
ers might disagree. Some say his 
home district constituents will be 
forgiving, particularly if it is found 
that he is indeed innocent of any¬ 
thing except an extramarital affair. 
But Condit is seemingly the pious 
son of a preacher man who was 
mouthing off and casting stones at 
Bill Clinton for his high-school 
type dalliance with Monica 
Lewinsky a few years ago. Condit 
even encouraged Clinton’s im¬ 
peachment. Democratic Party 
leaders such as House Minority 
Leader Dick Gephardt are already

looking to possible Democratic 
candidates for next year in Cali¬ 
fornia’s 18th District that Condit 
now represents, with Assembly- 
man Dennis Cardoza thought to 
be the likely front-runner. State 
Senator Jim Costa of Fresno and 
former state Senator Patrick 
Johnston are also high on the list 
of possible Condit successors. 

Republicans in the 
Modesto-area district 
also plan an aggressive 
campaign for the seat, 
one that is normally 
Republican, but one 
that Condit, a con¬ 
servative Democrat, 
never had any problem 
winning. 

Several 
California De¬ 
mocrats, par¬ 
ticularly Senator Barbara Boxer 
and Representative Ellen 
Tauscher, have reportedly urged 
Condit to speak out soon; Senator 
Dianne Feinstein and others are 
thought to have sent private mes¬ 
sages to Condit as well. 

Condit apparently learned 
nothing from Clinton and Levy 
apparently learned nothing from 
Lewinsky (or, maybe she did). The 
difference is that Levy is now 
missing whereas intern Lewinsky 
was only too interested in being 
seen and heard. 

While it doesn’t appear that 
Condit had anything to do with 
Levy’s disappearance, the fact re¬ 
mains that he selfishly put his own 
career and fear at being discovered 
of having an affair ahead of find¬ 
ing Levy; for that reason alone he 
deserves to be turned out of pub¬ 
lic office. 

As one writer for Newsweek 
put it, “For politicians, interns, 
and reporters, the psychosexual 
game in the nation’s capital will 
always go on, and you might think 
that Condit would recognize that 
lying and stonewalling doesn’t 
work in the high-profile Washing¬ 
ton scandals; the truth always 
comes out eventually.” 

While people say that Clinton 
survived all this, it’s obvious that 
Gary Condit is no Bill Clinton. 
Condit’s time has run out. He 
should tell all that he knows and 
then resign his House seat, giving 
his party a chance to retain the 
18th District in the 2002 general 
election. 

McCain-GOP rift deepens 

Arizona Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain, who is now more powerful 
on Capitol Hill than ever before, 
still insists (though somewhat less 
convincingly) that he will not bolt 
the Republican Party and seek the 
presidency in 2004 as an indepen¬ 
dent. He told reporters in Wash¬ 
ington last week that he cannot 
now visualize circumstances in 
which he would either leave the 
GOP or run again for president. 


Said McCain, “I’m not sure we 
could repeat the phenomenon of 
last year; conditions were almost 
exactly right. Perhaps we had our 
moment and I am not sure I could 
do it again.” 

It is hardly a secret in Washing¬ 
ton, however, that relations be¬ 
tween McCain and George W. 
Bush are still as cold as they were 
in February 2000 when McCain 
beat Dubya by 19 points in the 
New Hampshire primary. Mc¬ 
Cain’s latest skirmish with the 
House GOP leadership - with the 
approval of the White House - that 
effectively killed campaign finance 
reform (McCain’s one true politi¬ 
cal passion) without letting it come 
to a vote only heightens McCain’s 
distaste for his party and Bush. 

Politics and people 

Opponents of a proposed gay 
rights law in Maryland have ap¬ 
parently gathered enough signa¬ 
tures to force the issue to a 
statewide election next year; 
Maryland voters will decide 
whether to add sexual orientation 
to the state law that prohibits dis¬ 
crimination based on factors such 
as gender and religion. The law, 
approved by the General Assem¬ 
bly in April, would guarantee 
equal rights for gays and lesbians 
in housing, employment, and 
places of public accommodation. 

The Los Angeles Times pointed 
out that Vice President Dick 
Cheney, the man who laughed off 
California’s energy problems and 
who once told Americans that “if 
you want to leave all the lights on in 
your house, you can - but you will 
pay for it” has complained about his 
own light bills and has gotten the 
Navy to foot the electric bills for the 
mansion he lives in on the grounds 
of the Washington Naval Observa¬ 
tory rather than pay for them out of 
his own official (government-is¬ 
sued) budget. (Hey, give Cheney a 
break, the dude only received a $34 
million going away package from 
Halliburton Company.) 

And did you notice that Repre¬ 
sentative Gary Condit was the 
only California Democrat (among 
a total of 15 Dems nationwide) to 
vote for George W. Bush’s faith- 
based charity plan last week giv¬ 
ing religious groups more access 
to federal social funds? Oppo¬ 
nents of the House-approved plan 
cautioned that the measure would 
weaken separation between 
church and state and open the 
door to job discrimination and 
jeopardize the independence of 
religious institutions. 

Incidentally, California Repre¬ 
sentative Duke Cunningham (R) 
the notoriously anti-gay, right wing 
congressman from Orange Coun¬ 
ty, was quoted by the Associated 
Press as saying to Condit, about his 
L’Affaire Levy, “My only suggestion 
[to Condit] was that he turn to 
Jesus Christ. He said, yes he has.” 

I’m sure I’m not the only one 
who sees a bit of irony in the fact 
that Condit’s Web site 
(www.house.gov/gcondit) opens 
his bio with this line: “Life in pol¬ 
itics has been anything but dull 
for Gary Condit.” The congress¬ 
man’s site also lists a link to the 
National Center for Missing and 
Exploited Children and contains 
an online application form for in¬ 
terns for his offices. 

Closer to home, the president 
of District 6 Democrats tells me 
that the group has endorsed Su-

What if they proposed 
a constitutional 
amendment and 
nobody came?

emember those moments in 
the old Bugs Bunny car- 
11 toons when some singer on 
stage finished his performance 
only to be greeted by stone silence 
from the audience - a silence bro¬ 
ken by the sound of crickets 
chirping? The group that recently 
proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution banning gay mar- j 
riage must have felt some- 
thing like those poor car- MM 
toon characters. Their ^1 
efforts so far have been ] 

rewarded with silence from A 
the media and politicians, M 
and outright opposi- M 

tion from some quar- 
ters whose support 
they must have. That 
is just how such a wrongheaded 
project should be greeted. 

Calling themselves the Alliance 
for Marriage, an ecumenical and 
carefully multiracial group of 
ministers and academics an¬ 
nounced at a July 12 news confer¬ 
ence that it is vitally important to 
put the following words into the 
Constitution: 

“Marriage in the United States 
shall consist only of the union of a 
man and a woman. Neither this 
Constitution or the constitution 
of any state, nor state or federal 
law, shall be construed to require 
that marital status or the legal in¬ 
cidents thereof be conferred upon 
unmarried couples or groups.” 

There are many things one 
could say about this proposed 
amendment. Like the fact that it 
would be the first time federal au¬ 
thority imposed itself on the in¬ 
terpretation of state law, including 
state constitutions, by state courts. 
Like the fact that it would be the 
first time federal law prevented 
state legislatures, or even state ref¬ 
erenda, from acting on a matter of 
family law. Like the fact that it 
would be the first time the Con¬ 
stitution ever spoke to the com-- 
position and appropriate struc¬ 
ture of American families, an in¬ 
trusion we managed to do with¬ 
out for more than two centuries. 

All of these novelties contra¬ 
vene conservative principles back¬ 
ing federalism, under which it has 
been primarily the role of the 


states to determine the content 
and meaning of the laws within 
their own jurisdictions, especially 
in matters touching on family law. 
Yet conservatives are expected to 
be natural allies of the alliance. 
More on that in a moment. 

The alliance has justified the 
proposed amendment on the 
grounds that it would return the 
issue of the definition of marriage 

to “the people.” By this they 
a ' mean it would take the issue 
out of the hands of courts, 
two of which (in Hawaii 
^M W and Vermont) have inter- 
W f preted state constitutions 

■ to require the recognition of 
M same-sex unions. 

^ It’s true same-sex 

marriage has not ex- 

■ * Mflfy actly k een a populist 

cause. Large majori¬ 
ties of Americans oppose it. Ver¬ 
mont, the one state that has the 
near-equivalent of gay marriage in 
the form of civil unions, didn’t ex¬ 
actly adopt it out of a sudden con¬ 
viction about the intrinsic dignity 
and equality of gay citizens. The 
Vermont Legislature came kicking 
and screaming to civil unions by 
mandate of the state’s supreme 
court. 

But a constitutional amend¬ 
ment will take the entire matter 
out of the hands of the people. Be¬ 
cause the amending process is so 
demanding (requiring 2/3 vote in 
each house of Congress followed 
by approval of 3/4 of the state leg¬ 
islatures), constitutional amend-* 
ment is our democracy’s way of 
shutting off debate on a topic. 
Only once has the country re¬ 
versed an amendment (think Pro¬ 
hibition). 

The alliance wants to constitu¬ 
tionally cement the strong but 
slowly eroding national consensus 
against gay marriage before it’s 
too late, that is, before we really 
have a chance to consider the mat¬ 
ter. If it passes, the amendment 
will be the first time the country 
has Changed the Constitution to 
prevent a national debate rather 
than to memorialize one. 

The alliance has learned from 
the many state campaigns to ban 
gay marriage that gay-baiting is not 
politically wise. None of the usual 
anti-gay suspects are listed among 
the group’s board of advisors. One 


searches in vain for strident anti¬ 
gay rhetoric on its Web site. Even 
when you find something oppos¬ 
ing gay marriage, it is couched in 
soothing language about respect¬ 
ing legal equality for gays. 

The home page for the Alliance 
for Marriage says the group is 
“dedicated to ... reducing the epi¬ 
demic of fatherless families in 
America.” But if single-parenting 
is the concern, the proposed 
amendment is a non sequitur. 
Banning gay marriage will do 
nothing to reduce the epidemic of 
heterosexual irresponsibility, 
which has led to high levels of ille¬ 
gitimacy, unwanted children, child 
abuse, and abortion. 

Fortunately, the prospects for 
this historic mistake are not 
bright. Most of the major media 
outlets have given the amendment 
little or no coverage. The alliance 
has not released the names of con¬ 
gressional supporters, a telling 
omission for a group that will 
need substantial majorities from 
both houses. 

More disturbing for the alliance 
is the fact that the amendment is 
generating little enthusiasm among 
conservatives. Among major con¬ 
servative organs, only the National 
Review has editorialized strongly in 
favor of it. At the same time, a con¬ 
servative columnist for National 
Review has opposed it. 

The Washington Times , the 
newspaper of record for congres¬ 
sional conservatives whose sup¬ 
port the alliance must have, came 
out against the amendment, say¬ 
ing the country’s founding docu¬ 
ment should not be used “to settle 
our most fundamental moral and 
behavioral questions.” Doug 
Kmiec, a prominent conservative 
constitutional scholar, doubts the 
amendment is necessary and 
thinks it might “run the risk of 
being discriminatory.” 

Things could turn around for 
the alliance. The 2002 congres¬ 
sional elections could turn up the 
heat, with candidates pressured to 
take the alliance pledge. But so far 
the only thing I hear is that pleas¬ 
ant summertime din. T

I s I write this, I am watching 
I the clock slowly count off 
m my 34th birthday. A notable 
one, as I never expected to live to 
35 - which gives me about 12 
more months to go. 

Growing up in a fairly rough 
portion of Los Angeles County - 
where it was a daily task to be ver¬ 
bally assaulted, and pretty com¬ 
mon to get beat up -1 believed my 
life span to be fairly short. 

It was a quaint neighborhood, 
if you ignored the chemical pollu¬ 
tants. It was also a territory dis¬ 
puted by several local street gangs. 
The perfect place for a young sissy 
like me to grow up. 

At least Press-On Nails were 
developed there. 

Growing up in that environ¬ 
ment, one learned quickly that 
there was a hierarchy in all things. 

I was usually at the bottom of the 
heap, being pegged from an early 
age as something other than a per¬ 
fect specimen of budding man¬ 
hood. 

Eventually the taunts be¬ 
came routine. Even the 
near-daily beatings in the 
school yard started to take 
on an air of regularity: 
they become something 
one simply ex¬ 
pects to face. 

The school’s 
administrators 
assumed this to be status quo. 
When it was noted that I was 
often crying at school, the obvi¬ 
ous cure was to send me to the 
school counselor, so she could 
teach me how not to cry. No need 
to explore why I was crying in the 
first place. I can only hope that 
school therapists have advanced 
since then. 

I was fortunate enough to live 
six doors from the school, and got 
pretty good at running out the 
side gate and hurrying home. 
Sometimes I would even make it, 
saving myself for yet another day. 

I knew that if people saw I was 
the sissy they had me pegged for, I 
would never last. I also knew, on 
some level, that I could only hide 
who I was for so long, or else I 
would end up just as dead. Indeed, 

I figured I would have no more 
than 35 years to my name before I 
either took my own life, or some¬ 
one took it for me. 

My life has changed dramati¬ 
cally since then, and while I can¬ 
not deny that I will eventually be 
past my freshness date, I’m not ex¬ 
pecting the end within the next 12 
months. 

I’m no longer living in the 
neighborhood I grew up in. The 
Bay Area is home now and while 
it’s not perfect, it’s a far cry from 
that town of my youth. I’m also 
living by my own terms, happily 


pursuing life as a transgendered 
woman. Nothing I could have 
dared dream of back when I as¬ 
sumed I had one score and 15 
years to my life! 

Still, I must admit a certain air 
of disquiet toward my birth¬ 
day. This feeling that, 
somehow, I’ve made it 
into my 30s by the skin of 
my teeth, with more than 
a few things I want to see. 
To that end, let me make a 
wish on the 
candles of my 
virtual birthday 
cake, and share 
some of what I would like to see 
achieved during my remaining 
time on this planet. 

I don’t think I’m asking for 
much here. I’ve even left off all 
those selfish wishes, like new up¬ 
holstery for my car. 

I wish to see a time when being 
transgendered is not something 
considered shocking. When news 
reports don’t look for that sala¬ 
cious angle to a story by declaring 
one’s transgendered status as the 
lurid detail they assume it to be. 
Not to mention the Jerry Springer 
shows of the world. 

While I’m on the subject, I 
wish to see a time when I can see 
honest examples of transgendered 
people when I turn on my televi¬ 
sion, provided in shows with as 
much panache as those which 
now include gay and lesbian char¬ 
acters. I’m not talking about Nor¬ 
mal, Ohio here, either. 

I also wish that the elected offi¬ 
cials of cities beyond the Bay Area 
would discuss transgendered 
needs as openly as those here. I 
cannot even imagine such a dis¬ 
cussion happening at the City Hall 
of the town I hail from. 

For that matter, I wish to see 
transgendered people make it into 
public office, without their cam¬ 
paigns being marred by their 
transgendered status. A transgen¬ 
dered Board of Supervisors mem¬ 


ber here would be a good start. 

I wish to see a time when pro¬ 
viding equal rights for transgen¬ 
dered people is routine, and hate 
crime protections are regularly ex¬ 
tended to those of us who are gen¬ 
der-variant. For what it’s worth, 
I’d also love to get past the term 
“gender variant.” I’m not sure that 
there is a true gender norm to 
vary from. But I digress. 

I wish to see a time when being 
transgendered isn’t assumed to be 
a mental deficiency, and when 
guidelines for our needs fall in line 
with those of similar situations. 
It’s high time that transgendered 
care moves beyond the era of 
leeches and trepanning and joined 
the 21st century. 

And finally, I wish to see a time 
when murder cases like that of 
Fred/Fredericka Martinez, a trans¬ 
gendered 16-year-old in Col¬ 
orado, are a memory rather than 
a monthly occurrence. 

Like my own story, Martinez 
was not the purest example of 
masculinity. In fact, I would say 
that ze pushed more gender 
boundaries in Durango that I ever 
attempted in my hometown. Also 
echoing my own tale, ze was the 
victim of school yard violence. 
Unlike me, the violence ze faced 
eventually took hir life - long be¬ 
fore age 35. 

So if I get only one wish, that is 
it. I wish that folks like Fred/Fred¬ 
ericka Martinez - and like me - 
never again need fear a premature 
death, and never need to consider 
that they may die for who and 
what they are. 

Those are candles I would 
gladly blow out. ▼

Sen-n-in^ the community since 1974 
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Wins and a possible loss 
for medical marijuana laws

U i arlier this month, Canadian 
Ip health officials announced 
Ira that patients in that country 
will soon be allowed to legally use 
medical marijuana. Beginning on 
July 30, patients will be issued 
photo identification cards that 
allow them to legally possess 
cannabis. The new rule makes 
Canada the first country with fed¬ 
eral regulations regarding the use 
of medical marijuana. 

The regulation is the result of 
an Ontario Supreme Court ruling 
last year in a case brought by an 
epileptic patient who claimed the 
right to use cannabis. The court 
instructed the government to 
change its criminal code to allow 
people with certain medical con¬ 
ditions to use the herb. The court 
had threatened to overturn Cana¬ 
da’s marijuana laws if they were 
not changed to provide for medi¬ 
cinal use. 

The new regulation provides 
for the use of medical cannabis 
with a doctor’s medical declara¬ 
tion by persons with terminal ill¬ 
ness (a prognosis of death within 
one year); those with serious med¬ 
ical conditions such as HIV/AIDS, 
cancer, or multiple sclerosis; and 
those with unspecified conditions 
that have not responded to tradi¬ 


tional treatments. According to 
Canadian Health Minister Allan 
Rock, the new regulations will 
“improve the quality of life of sick 
Canadians, particularly those who 
are terminally ill.” 

The Canadian Medical Associ¬ 
ation does not support the new 
regulations, maintaining that too 
little is known about the use of 
marijuana as medicine. Former 
CMA president Dr. Hugh Scully 
said the new guidelines “plac[e] 
Canadian physicians and their pa¬ 
tients in the precarious position of 
attempting to access a product 
that has not gone through the 
normal protocols of rigorous pre¬ 
market testing.” The CMA’s posi¬ 
tion is similar to that of the Amer¬ 
ican Medical Association, which 
last month failed to endorse the 
use of medical marijuana and 
called for more research. 

Canada’s new regulations do 
not provide for an immediate 
legal mechanism for procuring 
the herb. Patients may grow their 
own cannabis, but there is cur¬ 
rently no legal source of seeds or - 
clones. They may also obtain it 
from a licensed supplier, but the 
government has not yet licensed 
any suppliers. The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment plans to begin growing 
cannabis for medical use “some¬ 
time next year,” according to Dr. 
Jody Gomber of Health Canada. 


This Catch-22 is similar to that 
created by California’s Proposi¬ 
tion 215, which allows for medical 
use of marijuana with a doctor’s 
recommendation, but does not 
provide for a means of marijuana 
distribution. As such, buyers’ 
clubs that dispense medicinal 
cannabis remain in legal limbo. 

Nevada law 

In related news, Nevada Gover¬ 
nor Kenny Guinn in June signed a 
law permitting the use of medical 
marijuana by seriously ill persons. 
The state will create a registry of 
qualified patients. The la#also al¬ 
lows the state to apply for federal 
permission to conduct research on 
the use of cannabis to treat various 
medical conditions. Nevada citi¬ 
zens voted twice (in 1998 and 
2000) to amend the state constitu¬ 
tion to permit use of medical mar¬ 
ijuana by seriously ill patients. 

Changes in Oakland? 

Finally, on July 10, an Oakland 
City Council committee reached a 
deadlock on a proposal to limit 
the amount of medical marijuana 
that patients may legally possess. 
Current city regulations allow pa¬ 
tients to possess 144 plants or six 
pounds of dry marijuana. On July 
24, the council voted 6-0 to cut the 
legal limit from 144 plants to 72 
plants. T

The expanded two-day Pride 
festival takes place from 2 p.m. to 
10 p.m. on Saturday and noon to 9 
p.m. on Sunday at Marston Point 
in Balboa Park. The main concert 
stage features Berlin, as well as 
club divas Pepper Mashay, Thea 
Austin, CeCe Peniston, and other 
entertainers. The festival also fea¬ 
tures three dance floors, beer gar¬ 
dens, a youth space, children’s gar¬ 
den, and hundreds of exhibitors 
and vendors. A mass commitment 
ceremony is scheduled for 2 p.m. 
on Sunday on the main stage, 
which includes wedding cake and 
punch for participants and their 


guests. The festival is $12 per day, 
or $18 for two days. 

Bay Area LGBT folks who are 
feeling adventurous can hop on a 
plane or get behind the wheel for 
a few hours to see how the other 
half (of California) lives. 

“San Diego is a gay-friendly 
destination for Pride-goers all over 
the world,” said Suanne Pauley, 
San Diego Pride’s executive direc¬ 
tor.

Opposition to draft off-leash dog policy grows

§Pj| ets Are Wonderful Support 
jUr last week became the latest 
1 group to oppose the pro¬ 
posed citywide dog policy as draft¬ 
ed by the San Francisco Recreation 
and Parks Department; the policy 
calls for all off-leash dog areas to 
be enclosed and filled with gravel 
and maintained at the personal ex¬ 
pense of pet owners. Violators will 
be given tickets in the range of 
$50-$75 if the proposal is ratified 
as scheduled on August 13. 

“It is unfair to the poor and 
people living with AIDS and other 
disabilities. The strict proposed 
guidelines pose serious restrictions 
for those who are limited in their 
ability to transport their dogs to 


legally designated areas; those who 
are unable to pay a fee for dog 
parks in areas close to their homes; 
and those who are too weak to 
keep their dog on a leash and pro¬ 
vide the necessary exercise for the 
dog,” said a statement issued by 
PAWS on July 17. “For many of us 
who are living with AIDS our dogs 
are our lifeline ... restrictive dog 
pens are at odds with the essence 
of the PAWS mission which is 
based on the knowledge that ani¬ 
mals in our lives are healing, spir¬ 
itual, and help create a better qual¬ 
ity of life in this city.” 

The proposed policy affects all 
parks in the city; even in remote 
areas or during times when parks 
are rarely frequented, your dog 
will not be allowed to roam with¬ 
out risking a fine. Although the 


policy is supposedly based upon 
other dog runs as operated across 
the country, even New York City 
allows off-leash dogs to run free in 
some parks during off-peak hours. 

There is still time to voice your 
opposition to the proposal. Post¬ 
cards to the Board of Supervisors are 
available at local parks, and because 
no opposition movement would be 
complete without a large rally, “Crit¬ 
ical Mutt” will take place on Friday, 
August 3 at Civic Center Plaza at 
4:30 p.m.; bring the furry babies and 
transform downtown into one large 
dog park to make your point. 

“Bark now,” warn organizers of 
Critical Mutt, “or forever hold 
your leash.”

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Gender identity of 
murdered Colorado 
teen ignored

1 ," uch has been reported on 
murder of Fred C. 

' 11 Martinez, a 16-year-old 
Native American fond of so-called 
women’s clothing and beauty ritu¬ 
als. Martinez was found blud¬ 
geoned to death near his home in 
Cortez, Colorado on June 2; police 
arrested 18-year-old Shaun Mur¬ 
phy in New Mexico who allegedly 
bragged to friends that he had 
“beat up a fag.” 

Most of what has appeared in 
the media is a description of Mar¬ 
tinez as “openly gay,” followed by 
descriptions of Martinez in dress¬ 
es and socializing with females. Yet 
very little has been said about the 
gender presentation Martinez ap¬ 
parently comfortably adopted. 
Even the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign continues to use the term 
“openly gay” to describe the mo¬ 
tives for Martinez’s murder, de¬ 
spite reports that have focused 


solely on Martinez’s feminine 
characteristics as the target for the 
harassment he endured. Ironical¬ 
ly, HRC continues to refuse to in¬ 
clude transgender rights in non¬ 
discrimination legislation, as if 
gender presentation is somehow 
“outside” the gay agenda. 

Perhaps in part because of the 
Western fixation on a binary sys¬ 
tem, and the continuous confu¬ 
sion of sexuality and gender, Mar¬ 
tinez’s mother finally spoke out 
on July 18, issuing a statement 
that was not concerned with 
Americanizing her child’s identity 
but rather focused on the kind of 
person Martinez was. 

“With more talk about his 
death, the police looking into his 
murder, and the details of my 
son’s personal life in the media, it 
is time to speak the truth about 
Fred’s life,” said a statement from 
Pauline Mitchell, Martinez’s 
mother. “The most important 
thing I can say is that I loved Fred. 

I loved my son exactly for who he 


was, for his courage in being hon¬ 
est and gentle and friendly. I am 
angry that other people are lying 
about who my son was, including 
Shaun Murphy and his family. I 
want to make sure that Fred has 
people speaking the truth about 
his life. 

“Fred did not struggle with 
who he was, but he was hurt be¬ 
cause of the people who had 
problems with my son expressing 
himself honestly. Because he was 
different his life was taken from 
him, and we will never know the 
person Fred would have become.” 

Martinez was a member of the 
Navajo church, a culture rich with 
traditions that transcend the two- 
gender system, although there has 
been little mention of how that 
may have influenced his/her iden¬ 
tity. Martinez was buried on July 
5 by friends and family. Police are 
still investigating the homicide 
and have not yet determined 
whether they will classify it as a 
hate crime. T 


Female serial killer 
can drop appeals

onvicted female serial killer 
Aileen Wuornos is legally 
competent to stop appealing 
her six death sentences, a Florida 
judge ruled in Daytona Beach last 
Friday, July 20. 

Circuit Judge R. Michael 
Hutcheson ruled the case can re¬ 
turn to the Florida Supreme 
Court where Wuornos is expected 
to ask for permission to fire her 
attorneys and let her execution go 
forward. Alternately laughing and 
crying, Wuornos, 45, told the 
judge she was guilty of killing 
seven men who picked her up 
while hitchhiking in 1989 and 
1990. She was sentenced to death 
for only six of the seven. 

“I want to tell the world that I 
killed those men,” she said. “I 
robbed them and I killed them as 
cold as ice, and I’d do it again, too. 
I’d kill another person because 
I’ve hated humans for a long 
time.” 

The former prostitute said she 
robbed the men because she need¬ 
ed money and then killed them so 
there would be no witnesses. Dur¬ 
ing her 1992 trial, she claimed the 
men had attacked her and she had 
acted in self-defense. She has ex¬ 
pressed remorse for the pain she 
had caused the victims’ families. 

“After you’re done killing a 
person and you realize what 
you’ve done, it will haunt you the 
rest of your life,” she said. 

Some relatives of the victims 
were in court last week. Letha 
Prater, sister of victim Troy Bur- 
ress, said she wanted to thank 
Wuornos in person for doing the 
right thing and not making them 
go through more lengthy appeals. 
Last week’s hearing was held to 
determine whether Wuornos un¬ 


derstood the rights she was giving 
up by abandoning further appeals. 
When Hutcheson asked her 
whether she realized his ruling 
could put her “on a fast track to 
execution,” she responded, “Yes, 
sir.” 

Lawyers from Capitol Collater¬ 
al, the state agency that argues 
death-sentence appeals, argued 
unsuccessfully that Wuornos 
should have been ruled incompe¬ 
tent to fire them. The woman was 
abandoned as a child in Michigan 
by her mother and molested by 
her father. 

Wuornos, a “lesbian, was the 
subject of an opera composed by

ni i he man convicted of opening 
m fire in a Roanoke, Virginia 
f gay bar last September, 
killing one man and wounding six 
others, was sentenced this week to 
four consecutive life terms. 
Ronald Gay, 55, told the judge at 
the July 23 sentencing hearing that 
it would take months to explain 
the shooting. 

In May, Gay pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murder and malicious 
wounding charges. Police said Gay 
told them he was upset about his 
last name being used by homosex¬ 
uals. 

In a rambling letter to the 
Roanoke Times in March, Gay 
wrote that all gays should move to 
San Francisco. The man Gay 
killed, Danny Lee Overstreet, 43, 
lived in San Francisco in the early 
1980s and was a frequent visitor to 


Carla Lucero that had its world 
premiere in San Francisco last 
month. She has also been the basis 
of several television dramas and a 
documentary movie. Wuornos 
was pregnant by the time she was 
14, later giving up a baby boy for 
adoption. She spent much of her 
life hitchhiking and engaged in 
prostitution. She eventually took 
up with a lesbian lover who later 
testified against her. The case in 
Daytona Beach involved the 
shooting death of Clearwater busi¬ 
nessman Richard Mallory. He was 
killed in a wooded area in Or¬ 
mond Beach. She was convicted by 
a Volusia County jury in 1992. ▼ 


the Bay Area. 

Activists in the Roanoke area 
said the shooting galvanized the 
gay community there. 

“All of the existing gay and les¬ 
bian groups here in Roanoke have 
grown to become stronger over 
the course of these last 10 
months,” said the Reverend 
Catherine Houchins of the Metro¬ 
politan Community Church of 
the Blue Ridge in Roanoke. “All 
the groups have shown growth in 
both numbers and participation.” 

Houchins was among those 
who attended Monday’s sentenc¬ 
ing hearing. 

“People have refused to go 
back,” Houchins told the Bay Area 
Reporter after the sentencing. 
“People have refused to be more 
closeted. The community has re¬ 
fused to be defeated by this and 
instead has found inner strength 
they may not have known they 
had.” T

Foundation. 

In a counter-report draft dated 
July 19 and provided by SFAF to the 
Bay Area Reporter, activist re¬ 
searchers argued: “The bottom line 
is that abstinence fails more often 
than condoms. And abstinence, like 
a condom, is only effective when it 
is consistently used as a means of 
STD and HIV prevention.” 

Calling the NIH research polit¬ 
ically motivated and unscientific, 
the AIDS community response 
from SFAF tackled the NIH study 
point by point. 

Among their charges: the re¬ 
port omits important studies and 
more recent findings since the 
panel review. 

The NIH report itself notes 
that most epidemiological studies 
examining STD transmission 
were not really designed to see 
how well condoms worked. Some, 
for example, studied clinical man¬ 
ifestations of disease, not diagnos¬ 
tic tests that measure infection. 

“Many [studies] were done in 
special populations at high risk 
for infection, such as commercial 
sex workers or STD clinic patients 
- making it difficult to generalize 
results to other groups not at such 
high risk,” the report noted. 

Gender ignored 

Gender-based susceptibility to 
infection was ignored in many re¬ 


viewed studies. 

Much of the news in the report 
was widely seen as positive. 

' One important finding report¬ 
ed by the FDA, which regulates 
condom production, was done by 
studying a laboratory virus much 
smaller than the smallest STD or¬ 
ganism, the hepatitis B virus. 

“... FDA scientists found that 
condoms are highly effective bar¬ 
riers, with a very small chance of 
leaking. What they found is that 
intact condoms are essentially im¬ 
permeable to particles the size of 
STD pathogens.” 

Condom use may be old hat as 
far as safer sex discussions go in 
some gay populations. But Dr. Jeff 
Klausner, director of STD Preven¬ 
tion and Control Services at the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, told the B.A.R. that 
some of the study’s findings were 
useful outside the mostly straight 
population studied. 

“The report validated that 
there are very large and well-done 
scientific studies showing that 
condoms work to decrease the 
transmission of HIV and gonor¬ 
rhea,” Klausner said. “HIV and 
gonorrhea are two STDs very rel¬ 
evant to men who have sex with 
men, particularly in San Francis¬ 
co, where rates of new HIV infec¬ 
tions and rectal gonorrhea have 
increased.

condoms. We know that when 
condoms are used consistently 
and correctly they reduce the 
transmission of HIV and other 
STDs including gonorrhea, 
chlamydia, syphilis and herpes.” 

Klausner agreed with an 
anonymous person “close to the 
process” quoted in the Washington 
Post that “It is extremely impor¬ 
tant that the public understand 
the difference between data being 
inadequate and condoms being 
inadequate.” 

“This comment is right on,” 
Klausner told the B.A.R. “The 
media has an opportunity to do 
the right thing and educate the 
public that the report focused on 
the quality of the data available 
and not the effectiveness of con¬ 
doms. 

Got protection? 

“Condoms are adequate. Con¬ 
doms do work. This report is sim¬ 
ilar to one evaluating whether 
speed limits reduce car accidents 
and death. There may be few large 
published research studies but we 
all know that driving slower is 
safer and an effective way to pro¬ 
tect ourselves, protect others, and 


protect our loved ones,” Klausner 
added. 

In fact, Klausner said, there are 
numerous studies of the MSM 
population showing that con¬ 
doms, properly and consistently 
used, help block HIV transmis¬ 
sion. 

The issue, he said, is how to get 
persons to use condoms consis¬ 
tently, to use condoms correctly, 
and to make condom use the 
norm. “In populations where con¬ 
dom use is the norm, STD trans¬ 
mission is rare. For example in 
Thailand, 100 percent condom 
use has led to dramatic reductions 
in new STDs and HIV. 

“If we could reduce the num¬ 
ber of acts of unprotected anal in¬ 
tercourse between HIV-positive 
tops and HIV-negative bottoms 
among MSM, we could reduce the 
number of new HIV infections by 
95 percent. 

“To achieve this MSM must 
know their HIV status, MSM 
must use condoms for every act 
of anal intercourse with partners 
of unknown HIV status, MSM 
who are HIV-positive must take 
personal responsibility for not 
transmitting the virus and own¬ 
ers, managers and staff of venues 
like sex clubs, bars, parties and 
bookstores must take responsibil¬ 
ity as well.” 

Klausner said regular testing is 
critical because many people with 
STDs including HIV are asympto¬ 
matic. 

Wellness and condoms 

Local wellness organizations 
also said condoms were key ele¬ 
ments in their outreach. 

John Manzon-Santos, Asian & 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center’s 
executive director, told the B.A.R.: 
“Even if condoms only prevented 
the transmission of HIV and not 



all STDs, then using a condom has 
tremendous value and saves lives. 
If someone is sexually active, es¬ 
pecially with multiple partners, 
they should get tested for both 
HIV and STDs regularly. 

“A core strategy for Asian & 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center’s 
prevention efforts is promoting 
condom use combined with regu¬ 
lar voluntary HIV testing. That’s 
why we offer HIV pre- and pqst- 
test counseling - especially for im¬ 
migrants and refugees - in various 
Asian and Pacific Islander lan¬ 
guages and disseminate commu¬ 
nity-wide messages that help pro¬ 
mote isolation-breaking, sex-pos¬ 
itive cultural norms.” 

At the Black Coalition on 
AIDS, outreach efforts include 
condoms along with other mech¬ 
anisms to promote community 
well-being, said Daniel Hlad, 
communications associate. ▼

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Police shooting mars G-8 summit in Genoa

he shooting death of a 
young Italian activist 
1 marred last week’s annual 
meeting in Genoa, Italy, of the 
leaders of the world’s wealthiest 
countries (the U.S., Britain, Cana¬ 
da, France, Germany, Italy, and 
Japan, joined by Russia) over¬ 
shadowing the announcement of 
a new AIDS fund for poor coun¬ 
tries. 

The Group of Eight meeting, 
held July 20-22, was the site of the 
latest skirmish in the growing 
movement against corporate 
globalization. An estimated 
100,000 protesters gathered to 
voice their concerns about in¬ 
creasing concentration of wealth 
and trade policies that activists say 
favor corporations at the expense 
of the poor, labor, and the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Last Friday, Italian carabinieri 
police shot and killed Carlo Giu¬ 
liani, a 23-year-old activist from 
Rome. Widely circulated media 
photographs show Giuliani poised 
to throw a fire extinguisher at a 
police van when he was shot in the 
head and then run over by the ve¬ 
hicle. Italian officials maintain 
that the shooter - reported to be a 
20-year-old conscript - was 
wounded and acted in self de¬ 
fense. 

The shooting occurred amidst 
large-scale rioting that left much 
of Genoa in ruins. In preparation 
for the summit, Italian authorities 
put in place unprecedented secu¬ 
rity measures, including 20,000 
police, a wire fence surrounding 


the Ducal Palace where the sum¬ 
mit was held, and intensified 
screening of activists attempting 
to enter the country. Although a 
minority of protesters - aided, 
some claim, by police provoca¬ 
teurs - broke shop windows and 
torched cars, the majority focused 
on large marches and attempts to 
breach the security perimeter. ' 

On the day following the 
killing, police raided the head¬ 
quarters of the Genoa Social 
Forum - an umbrella coalition of 
800 activist groups - which also 
housed the Independent Media 
Center and medical and legal vol¬ 
unteers. During the raid, police 
reportedly ransacked the building, 
destroyed media computers, and 
took film and diskettes. Simulta¬ 
neously, police also descended on 
a nearby building being used as a 
sleeping space. According to re¬ 
ports from the Independent 
Media Center and the European 
press, police beat a number of 
sleeping activists. Several were 
carried out on stretchers, and eye¬ 
witnesses reported that the walls 
and floor of the building were 
stained with blood after the police 
left. 

On Friday and Monday, Bay 
Area activists held demonstra¬ 
tions to mourn the death of Giu¬ 
liani and express their outrage at 
the repression of protesters. Dur¬ 
ing Monday’s action at the Italian 
Consulate on Webster Street, 
some 250 demonstrators placed 
roses on a memorial for Giuliani. 
Activists presented a letter ex¬ 
pressing their concerns to con¬ 
sular officials, who said they 
would convey the message to 


Rome. Following the demonstra¬ 
tion at the consulate, protesters 
marched to Van Ness and Broad¬ 
way, where they held a “die-in” 
and blocked the intersection for 
about half an hour. 

The G-8 leaders on Friday “for¬ 
mally launched” a global fund for 
AIDS, tuberculosis, and malaria 
relief. The fund was proposed by 
United Nations Secretary-Gener¬ 
al Kofi Annan in April, and dis¬ 
cussed at the U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly special session on AIDS in late 
June. So far contributions to the 
fund from governments, corpora¬ 
tions, and private donors have 
reached about $1.5 billion. The 
donations include $200 million 
each from the U.S., Britain, and 
Japan; $130 million from Ger¬ 


many; $127 million from France; 
$110 million from Norway; and 
$100 million from the Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation. 

Annan thanked the politicians, 
saying “For the first time, we are 
seeing the emergence of a re¬ 
sponse to this deadly disease that 
begins to match the scale of the 
epidemic itself,” but expressed his 
disappointment that funding re¬ 
mains well below the $7-10 billion 


he estimated would be necessary 
to provide AIDS prevention and 
treatment programs for poor 
countries. While the leaders com¬ 
mitted to making the fund opera¬ 
tional by January 1,2002, they did 
not announce the new, large fi¬ 
nancial contributions many had 
hoped for, prompting Sharonann 
Lynch of the HealthGAP Coali¬ 
tion to call the announcement a 
“hollow gesture.” 

The G-8 summit participants 
discussed debt relief for poor 
countries, but did not announce 
any new debt cancellation initia¬ 
tives. The leaders, in their closing 
statement, maintained that, 
“Drawing the poorest countries 
into the global economy is the 
surest way to address their funda¬ 
mental aspirations.” Activists 
characterized the G-8 as “giving 
with one hand and taking away 
with the other.” Said Julie Davids 
of ACT UP/Philadelphia, “With 
many of these developing coun¬ 
tries already spending twice the 
amount omdebt servicing as they 
do on health, these miserly dona¬ 
tions will be gone almost before 
they are received.” 

A rift has developed between 
European countries and the U.S. 
concerning how the fund should 
be spent. The former tend to favor

Adult AIDS Clinical Trials Unit at UCSF 
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Research on lubes suggests 
some are safer than others

D o some lubes offer more 
protection against HIV than 
others?. Preliminary work by 
researchers at the University of 
Texas Medical Branch (UTMB), 
Galveston suggests that might be 
the case. The study is published in 
the July 20 edition of AIDS Re¬ 
search and Human Retroviruses. 

A team led by Dr. Samuel 
Baron previously had shown that 
compounds in human saliva at¬ 
tack leukocytes - white blood cells 
that may be infected with HIV - 
as well as cell-free HIV in semen. 
He reasoned that perhaps some 
other compounds could mimic 
the anti-HIV properties of saliva. 

People seldom give it much 
thought, but saliva is the immune 
system’s first line of defense 
against a continuous assault by 
germs from the food we eat, the 
people we kiss, even the air that 
we breath. Saliva probably is the 
reason why transmission of HIV 
through oral sex seems to be 
much more difficult than through 
other forms of sex. 

The UTMB team started by 
testing what was out there, 22 sex¬ 
ual lubricants that can be pur¬ 
chased over the counter. They 
eliminated those that may be irri¬ 
tating because the accompanying 
inflammation draws the immune 
system’s CD4 cells, the type that 


HIV especially likes to infect. 

Other researchers had long es¬ 
tablished that the common sper¬ 
micide nonoxynol-9 (N-9) could 
kill HIV in the test tube. But in 
regular use it can cause vaginal ir¬ 
ritation. Last year the Population 
Council’s David Phillips showed 
that N-9 was highly toxic in the 
rectum. He found that when using 
lube with N-9, the mucosal ep- 
ithelia, that single layer “skin” of 
cells that lines the rectum and acts 
as a barrier to disease, “was com¬ 
ing off in great sheets of cells,” 
leaving the body especially vul¬ 


nerable to HIV infection. 

So the UTMB group dumped 
products with N-9. Through a 
complex series of laboratory tests, 
they found that three products - 
Astroglide, Vagisil, and ViAmor - 
significantly inhibited HIV repli¬ 
cation and were not irritating. The 
protective effect began within the 
first five minutes of use, and last¬ 
ed for at least eight hours. 

“We have identified two of the 
components that seem to be the ac¬ 
tive material,” said Baron in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “It’s part of the 
slippery stuff, the things that make 


them lubricating.” He was purpose¬ 
fully vague as a scientific paper was 
being prepared for publication. 

“The mechanism of action is 
probably disrupting or inactivating 
the surface membrane of both the 
virus itself and the infected cell,” he 
said. N-9 works the same way, but 
these products have none of the ir¬ 
ritating effects associated with N-9. 

Baron said the compounds 
“are so inexpensive that they are 
perfect for Third World coun¬ 
tries.” He has begun conversations 
with Family Health International 
about conducting a large trial to 


see if the same anti-HIV proper¬ 
ties carry over in humans and can 
provide added protection from in¬ 
fection. That trial will cost about 
$3 million. 

But don’t go throwing your 
condoms away just yet. This is just 
a starting point for more research 
and trials. Remember that N-9 
looked good in the test tube too, 
but in real life it ended up being 
worse than regular lubricant. 
These products will have to go 
through trials in humans to deter¬ 
mine if the benefits seen in the lab 
carry over into the bedroom. ▼ 


Study questions effectiveness 
of safer sex workshops

S afer sex workshops for gay 
men may be counterpro¬ 
ductive and lead to more 
unsafe sex, according to a new 
study published in a recent edi¬ 
tion of the British Medical Journal. 

The survey of 343 gay men in 
London found that 31 percent of 
men who attended a daylong safer 


sex workshop contracted a sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease over a 12- 
month period, compared with 21 
percent of men who were given 
just a 20-minute counseling ses¬ 
sion. The men were recruited 
from STD clinics in London and 
were considered “high risk” be¬ 
cause at the start of the study, 
about a third reported that they 
had unprotected anal intercourse 
in the previous month.

“The potential for behavioural 
interventions to do more harm 
than good needs to be taken seri¬ 
ously,” the researchers wrote. 

The scientists said they were 
surprised by their results and the¬ 
orized that the men who attended 
the workshop may have developed 
“a misplaced sense of confidence 
in their ability to negotiate high 
risk sexual situations.” 

The researchers called for 
more study and challenged the 
conventional wisdom of the effec¬ 
tiveness of safer sex workshops. 

“This behavioural intervention 
was acceptable and feasible to de¬ 
liver,” they wrote, “but it did not 
reduce the risk of acquiring a new 
sexually transmitted infection 
among these gay men at high risk. 
Even carefully designed interven¬ 
tions should not be assumed to 
bring benefit.” 

The study’s lead author, John 
Imrie, of the Royal Free and Uni¬ 
versity College Medical School in 
London, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that his study was unique 
because it was the first to judge 
the effectiveness of safer sex coun¬ 
seling for gay men using STD 
transmission rates. 

Imrie cited a 1998 study on the 
general population that found 
that brief counseling sessions were 
just as effective in curtailing STD 
transmission rates as longer coun¬ 
seling sessions. That report, pub¬ 
lished in the October 7,1998 edi¬ 


tion of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, found that 
there was some benefit to coun¬ 
seling overall. The STD rate was 
reduced by 20 percent for those 
who received either the brief or 
longer-term counseling. 

Kevin Robert Frost, vice presi¬ 
dent for clinical research and pre¬ 
vention programs at the American 
Foundation for AIDS Research, 
told the B.A.R. that he applauded 
the study’s authors for challenging 
conventional wisdom. 

“The biggest lesson in that 
paper is that we have to continue 
to figure out how to target our 
prevention efforts using effective 
validated tools,” Frost said. “What 
the survey really highlighted for 
me is that we can’t just assume 
that just because we’re providing 
some intervention, that the inter¬ 
vention is going to be effective. 
Rather, we ought to be validating 
the prevention tools we have at 
our disposal to make sure that, in 
fact, they are going to be the most 
effective tools out there.” 

Frost cautioned against jump¬ 
ing toward any conclusions to ex¬ 
plain the study’s results. 

“There’s a lot of that shoot- 
from-the-hip analysis going on,” 
he said. “Frankly, we’re talking 
about sex, and sex is a very com¬ 
plicated thing.” 

Frost also praised the British 
Medical Journal for publishing the 
study despite its negative results. ▼

LGBT senior housing 
program gets boost

he future keeps getting 
brighter for LGBT seniors in 
San Francisco. Rainbow Adult 
Community Housing, the all-vol¬ 
unteer organization behind efforts 
to develop and run an affordable 
cooperative living complex for gay 
elders, announced recently that it 
has received two important grants 
to further its mission. 

Almost $25,000 was awarded by 
the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development for the purpose of fea¬ 
sibility studies, according to RACH 
board chair Dr. Marcy Adelman.

“It’s very exciting to be ready to 
hire our first paid staff member,” said 
Adelman, adding that none of 
RACH’s board members intend to 
apply for the job. “Although the Haas 
grant is only partial funding for the 
position, we’re already starting to 
look for a new executive director. A 
job description is about to go out 


and we’re spreading the word.”

seemed to have “a suicidal fantasy of 
contracting AIDS and dying.” 

While in the hospital, the boy 
received a get well card from 
Wyatt. Hospital personnel asked 
the boy if he had slept with Wyatt, 
and the boy'said yes, vividly de¬ 
scribing unprotected sex acts of 
which Wyatt and his past lovers 
said he is “incapable.” 

Wyatt was arrested last Octo¬ 
ber, and faced felony charges for 
having sex with a minor. His bail 
jumped from $75,000 to $250,000 
when a judge discovered he was 
HIV-positive. AIDS also played a 
role in sentencing enhancements, 
and Wyatt faced 38 years in prison. 

“This defendant knew the vic¬ 
tim was 16, solicited him back to 
Yreka and engaged in these acts 
with this boy knowing he had 
AIDS,” Tim Pappas, the district at¬ 
torney on the case, told a judge 
during a December hearing. “This 
defendant poses an extraordinary 
risk to the community.” 

While in jail, Wyatt suffered 
abuse both at the hands of fellow 
prisoners - who had been told 
about his charges and HIV status 
- and under the control of au¬ 
thorities, who abruptly discontin¬ 
ued his HIV regimen and pain 
medication. His physical health 
deteriorated - at one point, he 
began to hemorrhage and had to 
fight to see a doctor - and his 
mental stability wavered. He re¬ 


ceived word that his family had 
been the target of hateful attacks 
in their small rural community. 

“I have endured an incredible 
amount of undue pain and suffer¬ 
ing,” Wyatt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter during a telephone inter¬ 
view from jail in February. “I am 
an innocent man. The conditions I 
face on a daily basis are atrocious.” 

It was only because the young 
accuser was caught in a few lies that 
the charges against Wyatt were re¬ 
duced and he was allowed to go 
home. According to reports, the 
boy gave conflicting accounts of 
what had happened between him¬ 
self and another older man, and his 
testimony would therefore be con¬ 
sidered not credible. Wyatt accept¬ 
ed a “no contest” plea to five mis¬ 
demeanors, which gave him a guilty 
mark on his record but which he 
agreed to in order to survive. 

“I’m maintaining my inno¬ 
cence by pleading no contest,” he 
told the judge. “I’m terminally ill 
and I need to get on with my life.” 

Wyatt was required to go on 
probation and register as a sex of¬ 
fender. The case was settled on 
May 15. 

After 208 days in jail, Wyatt 
was released. He visited with his 
mother, but left Yreka for good 
fairly quickly, visiting relatives in 
Portland, then traveling to San 
Francisco for the LGBT Pride Pa¬ 
rade last month. 

“This has been the biggest 
roller coaster ride of my life,” 
Wyatt told the B.A.R. shortly after 
his release. “I was very close to 


death, and very close to going 
crazy. I’m thankful to be out. I 
would have died in there.” 

One of the last things Wyatt 
made sure he did was visit the of¬ 
fices of the B.A.R. to pick up a copy 
of the newspaper and thank the 
staff for following his case. He was 
going to continue to travel, he said, 
next to see Las Vegas, and then to 
figure out where and how to relo¬ 
cate. He died two weeks later. 

“I am just glad that he was out 
of jail and doing what he wanted 
to do when he died. He really was 
a kind soul and I am going to miss 
him,” Wyatt’s friend Rahl said just 
before attending his funeral last 
Saturday, July 21. “I guess the jail¬ 
ing took more out of him than I 
realized. When I first saw him 
after his release he was visibly 
shaking. I am goddamn mad at his 
passing. Chad was a good person, 
and 34 was way too young to die.” 

Life took some dramatic turns 
for Wyatt, a former Mr. South of 
Market and Bare Chest Calendar 
model who was very active in char¬ 
itable fundraising for gay-related 
causes here in San Francisco. He 
survived the bombing of the World 
Trade Center in 1993, but insisted 
he would have repeated that expe¬ 
rience over having to endure what 
he did for the past year. Perhaps the 
only good thing to come of his case, 
he said, was reconnecting with 
friends from the Bay Area who got 
in contact with him after learning 
of his plight. A memorial service is 
planned at the National AIDS 
Memorial Grove next week. ▼

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Faith-based initiative passes House

^JjP he faith-based initiative 
& (HR 7), one of President 
m George W. Bush’s major 
policy items, passed the U.S. 
House of Representatives 233 to 
198 on July 19. It came over 
strong objections from gay and 
civil rights leaders. 

They fear that the legislation 
as currently written will exempt 
religious organizations from 
complying with state and local 
civil rights laws when they hire 
staff under contracts to provide 
social services using federal, state, 
and local funds. 

Representative Mark Foley (R- 
Florida) attempted to get a rule 


change that would have allowed 
the House to vote on an amend¬ 
ment to deal with those concerns. 
But the House Republican leader¬ 
ship did not allow that to happen. 

“That would have forced them 
to deal with employment dis¬ 
crimination against gays and les¬ 
bians, and they didn’t want to 
deal with it,” said Winnie Stachel- 
berg, political director of the 
Human Rights Campaign. She 
saw the vote as a marker of sup¬ 
port for the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act and believes 
that would pass. 

There was sufficient concern 
over a threatened “revolt” by Re¬ 
publican moderates that the vote 
on HR 7 was postponed a day. 
The administration lobbied heav¬ 


ily on the measure. 

During the floor debate Rep¬ 
resentative J.C. Watts (R-Okla- 
homa), the lead sponsor of HR 7, 
promised to “more clearly address 
this matter [of a religious exemp¬ 
tion] in conference” with the Sen¬ 
ate. He indicated that the Senate 
version of the legislation likely 
will not include this language and 
the House will accept that. 

The assurance was enough to 
bring most of the Republican 
moderates back into the fold and 
only four voted against the mea¬ 
sure. A Democratic substitute 
amendment that dealt with civil 
rights and other issues was al¬ 
lowed, but it lost on a largely 
party line vote. Fifteen Democrats 
supported HR 7 on the final vote. 


The language and action of the 
debate suggested to Stachelberg 
that the White House and House 
Republican leadership recognized 
that there was a problem with the 
way the bill was drafted, “but it 
didn’t have the political muscle or 
the political will to fix it.” They 
“punted” to let the Senate correct 
the problems. 

“With the help of Bush, [Vice 
President Dick] Cheney, and the 
Republican leadership we have an 
exclusionary bill that will force 
many Americans to publicly sub¬ 
sidize their own discrimination,” 
said HRC Executive Director Eliz¬ 
abeth Birch. “This leaves us with 
no choice but to actively oppose 
this legislation, which until now, 
we were working to ensure safe¬ 


guarded the principles of non¬ 
discrimination.” 

Senator Joe Lieberman (D- 
Connecticut) had been expected 
to support the administration’s 
legislation but in light of the Sal¬ 
vation Army flap and questions 
about exempting religious groups 
from state laws, he said he is con¬ 
sidering writing an alternative ap¬ 
proach to gain broader support. 

Senate Majority Leader Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) has 
publicly stated his concern with 
any impingement on civil rights, 
while others have concerns with 
the separation of church and 
state. Daschle has reservations on 
whether the House version of the 
bill will even be considered by the 
full Senate this year. T

someone [in custody] in any sort 
of case should be punished by the 
[Interior] Ministry.” 

He said he did not know 
enough of the circumstances to be 
able to comment on the issue, 
raised by IGLHRC, of Egypt’s ac¬ 
tions while it is a signatory to sev¬ 
eral human rights covenants. 

India: Action? 

The India case involves raids 
on two state-sponsored HIV and 
gay service organizations in Luc¬ 
know city in the northern state of 
Uttar Pradesh. 

IGLHRC is poised to press 
harder in the Indian case by issu¬ 
ing an “action alert,” according to 
Daniel Lee, senior regional pro¬ 
gram officer for Asia/Pacific. He 
said information from Lucknow 
was that a judge in the case had de¬ 
nied bail for arrested officers and 
staff of Bharosa, or Trust, a sexual 
health and HIV organization for 
gay men, and the Naz Foundation 
International’s local office. 

Police reportedly viewed 
Bharosa as a sex club and charged

It was actually the second time in 
recent months that Daddy George 
intervened in behalf of Junior in a 
sensitive foreign policy area. 
Daddy reportedly told the prince 
that his son’s “heart is in the right 
place” and that Dubya is “going to 


President George W. Bush also 
found himself at odds with his Eu¬ 
ropean and Japanese counterparts 
on the Kyoto treaty on global 
warming and a proposed U.S. 
missile defense system. 

In the aftermath of the week¬ 
end’s events, some leaders have 
expressed concern that G-8 meet¬ 
ings have become too lavish and 
too conducive to massive 
protests.

Despite India’s expression of 
concern at the U.N. conference 
over the rights of sexual minori¬ 
ties, 3 77 remains a dagger over the 
gay heart.

R oles played in life, whether vol¬ 
untarily assumed or assigned by 
others, are central to director 
Hector Babenco’s Kiss of the Spi¬ 
der Woman, playing the Castro The¬ 
atre Friday, July 27 through Thursday, 
August 2. The 1985 film, based on 
Manuel Puig’s novel, was a surprise 
success. Sixteen years later, it still 
packs a powerful punch. 

Luis Molina (William Hurt), a gay 
window-dresser, shares a jail cell with 
Valentin Arregui (Raul Julia), a revo¬ 
lutionary leader, in an unnamed 
South American country that appears 
to be Brazil. Molina has been incar¬ 
cerated for having molested an un¬ 
derage boy. 

The apolitical Molina escapes into 
movie-induced fantasies. His part of 
the cell is decorated with pictures of 
Marlene Dietrich, Rita Hayworth, 
Lana Turner, Ava Gardner, and other 
Hollywood divas. He enjoys recount¬ 
ing to Valentin the plot of his favorite 
romantic movie, set in Nazi-occupied 
Paris. He always identifies with the 
doomed heroine. 

Valentin believes himself to be in¬ 
tensely grounded in real life. He is tor¬ 
mented by his love for a beautiful, 
well-to-do, educated woman — a true 
bourgeois — and admits that he does 
not love the poorly-schooled woman 
and revolutionary comrade whom he 
should care about. They, after all, 
share a vision of what life for every¬ 
one will be like when the revolution 
triumphs. Loving a bourgeois is a be¬ 
trayal of his ideals. 

These different visions of life are 
the fundamental conflict of the film. 
As Molina tells Valentin the plot of his

Walk of shame 

Nation writer Doug Ireland’s 
recent article “Same-Sexers Under 
Siege” cast a much-needed spot¬ 
light on certain gay conservatives’ 
recent alpha-male posturing, in¬ 
cluding the doings of the so-called 
Independent Gay Forum (IGF) 
for conservative mouthpieces.

T he press conference before 
opening night of the San 
Francisco Symphony and 
the San Francisco Arts Commis¬ 
sion’s presentation of Sweeney 
Todd was predictably a big deal. 
Assembled for the delectation of 
the scribes in the Wattis Room at 
Davies Hall were not only 
Sweeney stars Patti 
LuPone, George Hearn 
and Neil Patrick Har¬ 
ris, conductor Rob 
Fisher, and director 
Lonny Price, but also 
the Great White Hope 
of American musical 
theatre himself, com¬ 
poser Stephen 
Sondheim, who 
rarely does press 
“availabilities.” 

Therefore the scene was a-bustle 
with all sorts of reporters new- 
school and old-, including those 
staples of the media circus, space¬ 
hogging television crews, their 
cameras and their cables. 

During Q&A, when one lunk- 
ish TV reporter remarked that 
no-one back at his station even 
knew who Sondheim was, Wyuk, 
LuPone promptly and loudly re¬ 
joined, “Then they’re all idiots!” 
The room erupted into applause, 
and we moved on to more astute 
questioning. The much-honored 
Sondheim admitted, “Venerability 
has its downside. You want to get 
back to new work, and stop work¬ 
ing on the mausoleum.” 

On the rather bleak photo¬ 
graphic portrait which graced The 
New York Times Magazine cover 


for the occasion of his 70th birth¬ 
day interview, Sondheim was a 
good sport. “[Writer] Larry Gel¬ 
bart said it looked like a Chechan 
driver’s license,” he said. “I was 
mildly appalled. It looked like I 
ought to have a sign: ‘Will Com¬ 
pose For Food.’” 

Up-close, La LuPone has lips 
large enough to wrap around a 
fire hydrant, with plenty of room 
left for the hose.

. annual Help Is on the Way 
concert, didn’t sound too happy 
to be promoting it from Okla¬ 
homa City. 

“You go where the work is,” the 
handsome performer said. “If I 
had my druthers, I’d be working 
nonstop in New York or Los An¬ 
geles, but it doesn’t always work 
out that way.” 

But by the time of the July 30- 
31 concerts benefiting the Rich- 
mond/Ermet AIDS Foundation, 
McDermott will have finished his 
run as Billy Bigelow in Carousel 
for the Lyric Theatre of Okla¬ 
homa. At the time of the inter¬ 
view, McDermott was still in re¬ 
hearsals. 

“I’ve never done Billy before, 
so I’ve been concentrating on 
that,” he said. “I really haven’t 
gone out and done any¬ 
thing here — if there’s 
anything to do.” 

He did stumble 
upon a Gay Pride pa¬ 
rade, which surprised 
arid pleased him. “I was 
talking to some of the 
people in the cast 
live here and are 
gay, and they said 
there is still a lot of 
gay-bashing. But 
still they had this huge parade. I 
was just fascinated.” 

McDermott’s credits run wide 
and deep. In New York, he’s been 
seen as Chris in Miss Saigon, 
Whizzer in Falsettos, Rusty in 
Starlight Express, Danny Zuko in 
Grease, and Larry in the revival of 
The Boys in the Band. If he’s type¬ 
cast, it’s in boy-next-door roles. 
“You really have to work hard to 
convince them you can do other 
things,” he said. “I’d love to do a 
psycho killer someday.” 

Because he usually plays lead¬ 
ing-man roles, McDermott has 
tended to be quiet about his per¬ 
sonal life. “If I was a character 
actor, I probably wouldn’t care,” 
he said. “For me, in the theater, it’s 
not so bad, but in film and TV, it 
absolutely is. I hope and pray that 
someday it won’t fucking matter.” 

Despite numerous tours and 
regional appearances, McDermott 
is only visiting San Francisco pro¬ 
fessionally for the second time for 
the Help Is on the' Way benefit. 
Back in the ’80s, he skated 
through town in a tour of 
Starlight Express. 

At the concert, McDermott will 
be singing two songs from Pajama 
Game: “Hey There,” and, in a duet 
with Colleen Fitzpatrick, “There 
Once Was a Man.” It’s a reprise for 
McDermott and Fitzpatrick, who 
teamed for an AIDS benefit in Los 
Angeles a couple of years ago. 

“I do these benefits whenever I 
can because it’s a great cause and 
you get to work with some great 
people,” he said. “Not that I’m 
starstruck, but I remember the 
last time I got to meet Shirley 
Jones. Since you’re performing 
with these people, you get to deal 
with them on a different level.” 

McDermott won’t get to have 
a reunion with Jones,, who has 
withdrawn from the Help Is on the 
Way lineup, but he will have the 
chance to rub shoulders at the 
Palace of Fine Arts with Lucie 
Arnaz, Bruce Vilanch, Charlotte 
Rae, Brock Peters, Jane Olivor, 
Marilu Henrjer, and others. 

Shirley Jones particularly res-

onated with McDermott since 
movie musicals began his fascina¬ 
tion with performing as he was 
growing up outside Denver. His 
parents have backed him from the 
beginning, and have seen most of 
his performances, in¬ 
cluding a recent run as 
Tony in West Side Story 
in Australia. 

McDermott is cur¬ 
rently unattached. “I’m 
single and very mrich 
into my career,” he said. 
“You have to have a very 
understanding part¬ 
ner in this business, 
someone who revels 
in your work.” 

He is at least able to feed on 
the cyberconnections he makes 
via his website (www.seanrncder- 
mott.com). “I get tons of respons¬ 
es,” he said. “People can commu¬ 
nicate what they’ve experienced, 
and that is just invaluable to me. 
It’s why I’m in this business, to 
move people the way I am moved 
when I see someone who really 
gives their heart and soul.”

No dough 

When Do Re Mi opened on 
Broadway in 1960, it got the kind 
of reviews that The Producers 
would earn 41 years later. “Silly 
fun, loud fun, fast fun, old-fash¬ 
ioned fun, inconsequential fun, 
grand fun,” wrote Walter Kerr in 
The Herald Tribune. “It’s a 
smasheroo,” wrote Robert Cole¬ 
man in The Daily Mirror. “It could 
be better called ‘Dough Re Mi,’” 
wrote John McLain in The Jour- 
nal-American. 

But despite the presence of two 
great stage clowns, Phil Silvers 
and Nancy Walker, and a top- 
drawer creative team including 
writer-director Garson Kanin, 
composer Jule Styne, and lyricists 
Betty Comden and Adolph Green, 
Do Re Mi wasn’t singing the tune 
audiences wanted to hear. While it 
eked out 400 performances, it 
closed at a financial loss. 

“The show was apparently too 
brash to please 1961 audiences,” 
Broadway observer Steven Suskin 
conjectured in his book Opening 
Night on Broadway. 

San Francisco audiences will 
get a chance to judge for them¬ 
selves as 42nd Street Moon revives 
this nearly forgotten musical as 
the third entry in its 2001 season 
of staged concerts of neglected 
musicals.

Meat-pie masterpiece 

'Sweeney Todd' in concert at Davies Hall

1 | hen I went to pick up my 
wM 1' tickets at the box office 
1 1 for the San Francisco 
Symphony’s concert performance 
of Sweeney Todd, there was a vio¬ 
lin-accordion duo playing show 
tunes in the lower lobby. “I Could 
Have Danced All Night,” “Wun- 
derbar” and “There’s a Small 
Hotel,” played ever so slightly out 
of tune, drove me into the street, 
where I observed scalpers doing a 
brisk business. Several people in 
varying degrees of mental and 
physical disarray approached me 
for tickets. It was obvious that this 
was not your usual SFS crowd. 

Summer in the City, as the for¬ 
mer Pops concert series is now 
called, draws a different group of 
listeners for sure. Attentive (no 
coughing or lozenge-wrapper rat¬ 
tling), knowledgeable (they knew 
when to clap for the principals be¬ 
fore I’d even spotted them on the

scalping activity) and not be¬ 
cause, ahem, it was good for them. 

Of course, it was good for 
them, too. It is good for everybody 
when any musical masterpiece is 
performed at this high level. The 
people lucky enough to score tick¬ 
ets can talk about it for years, just 
like those who stood to hear Joan 
Sutherland’s first American Lucia 
in 1961 still talk about it. (I know; 
I was there; and I still brag.) You 
don’t have to think Sweeney Todd 
is a particularly pleasant piece of 
theatre —- it isn’t, but then neither 
is Wozzeck, and everybody ac¬ 
knowledges that as a masterpiece 
— to recognize that with Stephen 
Sondheim, you are in the compa¬ 
ny of a master composer. 

He blends the horrific and the 
comic like Rembrandt mixing oil 
paints. I’m never sure in “A Little 
Priest” whether I’m choking with 
laughter or my gorge is rising. 
Sondheim’s tunes are singable — 
if you have a good technique and 
endless breath control; his ensem¬ 
bles are as complex and interest¬ 
ing as any American composer 
since Bernstein (and I include the 
so-called “classical” ones); and his 
music consistently ups the plot’s 
emotional ante. 

So why don’t we just call 
Sweeney Todd an opera and put it 
in the War Memorial? They do so 
at the New York City Opera with 
some success. Yet I’d say what 
stands against it is the fact that it 
has spoken dialogue which needs 
to be amplified, always a dicey 
• proposition, It also needs singers 
who can act with their voices, and 
for that you usually need amplifi¬ 
cation, too. Not to amplify the 
acting, but to amplify the voices of 
singing actors, since most of them 
do not use an operatic technique. 
If they did, they’d come across as 
stiff and unyielding as any opera 
star trying to “cross over.” (Think 
Domingo, Carerras, Jessye Nor¬ 
man, et al .) 

Sick and twisted 

No, the ideal way to do Sond¬ 
heim — especially since most of 
his shows are a narrative mess 
(Sweeney Todd is not, but it and A 
Little Night Music are the only ex¬ 
ceptions, and even they are diffi¬ 
cult to stage well) — is an upscale 
concert version like this one. It is 
nearly an exact copy of last year’s 
New York Philharmonic effort 
now available on CD, except that 
in New York, the conductor was 
Andrew Litton and the roles of 
the mysterious beggar woman 
and Johanna were sung by Audra 
McDonald and Heidi Murphy

- , he warning (promise?) of 
nudity in gay plays is noth- 

> ing new, but to find it at¬ 
tached to a lesbian production is 
a far rarer occurrence. Gay men 
seem much more willing than les¬ 
bians to pay to see naked bodies 
in their respective genders. There 
are undoubtedly fascinating soci¬ 
ological explanations of why this 
is so, but I’m just a theater critic, 
so we’ll quickly move onto the 
subject of Girl Meets Girl. 

Maddy Alexander and Sally 
Stover’s comedy, currently at 
Theatre Rhinoceros, had its pre¬ 
miere in Los Angeles earlier this 
year, and producer Caryn Hor- 
witz is now offering it here with a 
Bay Area cast. It’s a change of 
pace for Horwitz, who has pro¬ 
duced the premieres of all of 
Ronnie Larsen’s plays, which 
have come to define gay nudie 
theater. 

Girl Meets Girl does offer a fair 
amount of female nudity, mostly 
but not exclusively above the 
waist, but it is hardly provocative 
or salacious. Still, for those who 
fancy the female form, the skin 
scenes may help redeem what is a 
rather formulaic exercise in sit¬ 
com and soap-opera writing. 

But inasmuch as sitcoms and 
soap opera can both have their re¬ 
wards, so too does Girl Meet Girl 
achieve moments of bright come¬ 
dy and bracing drama. This is a 
story of six lesbian friends who 
change (or find) partners over the 


course of the two acts. They are a 
calculatedly varied bunch who 
exist in a world in which men and 
heterosexuality are barely on the 
radar. 

The central love story belongs 
to Anita (Zehra Berkman), a mag¬ 
azine editor who falls in love with 
the stripper (Sarah Gaboury) 
whom her friends had hired for 
her 40th birthday. Her friends are 
aghast at this turn of events, but 
this hot new romance stirs various 
longings and discontentment in 
their own lives. 

The quirky Kim (Ruby 
Strange) wonders why the passion 
has gone out of her relationship 
with the seemingly prudish Lois 
(Veneita Porter). Lois is a college 
professor who met Kim while she 
was a student, and who develops 
an interest in Bud (Megan Hard¬ 
ing), a current student who hap¬ 
pens to be part this gang of 
friends. Finally, there is Glory 
(Connie Noble), an aging earth 
mother who is unhappily unat¬ 
tached. 

The performers are an engag¬ 
ing lot, and each is able to con¬ 
tribute appealing elements to her 
character. If stylistically the play 
feels like a by-the-numbers 
throwback, at least it is letting les¬ 
bians in on a mainstream form in 
which they have been curiously 
absent. ▼

Small world after all 


'Lonely Planet' at Exit Theatre

onely Planet is a lovely play 
about friendship in the time 
. . .. of AIDS. Written in 1993, 
when a diagnosis of the disease 
was still a virtual death sentence, 
this two-character work retains 
the power of its poignancy thanks 
to playwright Steven Dietz’s deci¬ 
sion to, in essence, beat around 
the bush. 

Set in a map store, where its 
owner has ironically cut himself 
off from the world, the play slow¬ 
ly reveals itself through imagina¬ 
tive metaphors that never lose 
their connections with reality. It is 
that combination, of the fantastic 
and the workaday, that provides 
Lonely Planet with its enduring 
ability to pull us into its world. 

Unconditional Theatre and 
Exit Theatre have teamed to pre¬ 
sent Lonely Planet at the Exit, and 
the results are sublime. Cast with 
two actors who are in harmony 
with their characters, director 
John Warren’s production moves 
with subtle grace to its wrenching 
conclusion. 

The play starts with a chair 
that has mysteriously turned up in 
a small map store. Jody, the pro¬ 
prietor, is examining it when Carl 
bustles in to claim responsibility 
for the chair’s appearance. Before 
long, Carl is hauling chairs of all 
shapes and sizes into the shop, 
and we are soon able to grasp that 
they are memorials to their re¬ 
cently deceased owners. It is also 


Carl’s way of bringing the outside 
world to Jody, whose fears of the 
unnamed disease and his own 
health status have led to self-im¬ 
prisonment. 

Michael Patrick Gaffney plays 
the older Jody with a bemused 
world-weary edge that still con¬ 
nects with the character’s warmth 
and fears. Ian McConnel, as Carl, 
creates a tightly wound character 
whose cheerily manic behavior 
helps him deal with the steady loss 
of his friends. Different in both 
looks and temperament, these two 
skilled performers beautifully 
complement one another as they 
depict a friendship that is absolute. 


The emphasis that Lonely 
Planet places on friends, rather 
than the ravages of disease, has 
helped keep the play timely even 
as the circumstances of AIDS have 
changed. “Lovers are easy, friends 
are hard,” Carl says. “The right 
combination of small talk and 
clothing with land you a lover. 
Friends, though, are a mystery.” 

In Lonely Planet, it is a sweet 
mystery. ▼

It’s all in the subtext 

Vince Vaughn & Jon Favreau get 'Made'

if magine the Odd Couple as 
- down-and-out boxers turned 
I fifth-rate mobsters, and you’ve 
got Made. Well, almost. 

Director/ writer / actor Jon 
Favreau and mere producer/thespi- 
an Vince Vaughn last teamed up for 
the phenomenally successful indie 
hit Swingers. Since that collabora¬ 
tion, their groupies have begged for 
more, and now they’ve got it. 

The plot: Bobby (Favreau) is 
having an affair with working 
mother/lap-dancer Jessica (Famke 
Janssen). He wants her to become 
a stay-at-home mom. To get 
enough money so they can live in 
style, he’s willing to pull a big deal 
for aging crime boss Max (Peter 
Falk). All Bobby has to do is take 
his not-too-swift pal Ricky 
(Vaughn) to New York City and 
do a deal with Ruiz (Sean Combs, 
the former Puff Daddy). What 
should be a breeze turns into a 
comic disaster, especially because 
the two pals can’t stop bickering. 
On top of being an irrational 
idiot, Ricky is also spitting out 
“Faggot!” throughout their or¬ 
deal. If that weren’t enough, he 
even throws a drink into the face 
of a gay bellboy (Sam Rockwell). 
Is this homophobia or love? 

To find out, we catch up with 
the chipper pair in New York City. 
We deal with Favreau first. Jon, 
who spent his early years as a fat 
kid, recently starred as Rocky 
Marciano on TV, was the voice of 
Jealousy in Disney’s Hercules, and 
has his own talk show debuting 
shortly on the Independent Film 
Channel. 

After taking about his career, 
he shares that his wife “has or¬ 
gasms,” he is “an internist who 
specializes in alternatives like 
acupuncture,” and “likes Adam 
Sandler films.” 

This sounds like a good time 
to ask about all those “faggots.” 

“It was intentional,” Favreau ex¬ 
plains. “Not to get too deep, but the 
movie’s really a love story between 
these two male characters. The 
Ricky character obviously has these 
issues because he’s like ‘fag this,’ ‘fag 
that.’ But if you look at the end of 
the film, we’re like a gay couple 
raising a child. We don’t curse, our 
bruises are gone, we’re really caring 
about each other’s feelings.” 

Taking a deep breath, he asks, 
“Is it a coincidence that Sam 
Rockwell comes in, and Ricky’s 
throwing the booze at him? Ricky 
doesn’t want to deal with things. 
Vince talks about how the film’s 
like Midnight Cowboy. There you 
have these guys. Joe Buck’s not a 
cowboy. He saw movies about 
cowboys. He’s trying to be that 
image. He’s trying to embrace that 
macho image that the media and 
movies have created. 

“It’s the same thing with us as 


mobsters in Made,” he adds. “We 
think it’s going to be one way, but 
the mob world is not like that at 
all, and so it’s really the emotion¬ 
al journey that we go on together. 
Once Bobby and Ricky take in Jes¬ 
sica’s child, we become a family 
together. Whether it’s sexual or 
not, it’s two men having a rela¬ 
tionship where there’s a sensitive 
aspect to it. Not just a macho as¬ 
pect. You even get to see us with 
little party hats at Chuck E. 
Cheese arguing about the kid 
watching MTV all day. I think 
only without that ending, it could 
feel homophobic.” 

Hello handsome 

Favreau rises from the table, says 
his adieus, and in comes the un¬ 
shaven Vaughn. You might recall 
him masturbating while eyeing a 
peephole in the recent Psycho re¬ 
make, putting the make on Anne 
Heche in Return to Paradise, and 
cozying up to Jennifer Lopez in The 
Cell. 

In Made, besides having to recite 
as many lines as Hamlet does, and 
faster, Vaughn has to hold on tight¬ 
ly to a hunky, bare-chested black 
motorcyclist who’s speeding along 
the streets of the Big Apple. So why 
the bristle on his esteemed face? 

“I look a mess,” he fibs. “The 
problem is that I hate shaving and 
that kind of stuff. When you 
work, you obviously got to shave 
everyday. But when I have four to 
five days off, it’s bye-bye, razor.” 

Second important question: 
“When you look in the mirror, do 
you react like we do, and say, 
‘What a hunk!’?” 

Vaughn turns serious. “I don’t 
look in the mirror and see a hunk. 
I think sometimes whatever im¬ 
pressions people had of you when 
you were younger sort of stick with 
you. I’m not a guy who dated a lot. 
I was sort of a late bloomer. I was 
painfully shy with girls. I didn’t 
have girls swoon to me. I played 
with toys longer than most kids. 
Dungeons and Dragons. My sole 


focus was that stuff. At a dance 
when people started making out, I 
was like, What’s going on here?” 

BAR commiserates, noting 
how that sounds like our whole 
readership. Then, moving on, we 
ask the “faggot” question. 

“You know, it’s interesting,” 
Vaughn points out, “as I have said 
to others, I always think of this 
movie as a little bit more compa¬ 
rable to Midnight Cowboy than to 
Swingers, although Swingers was a 
love story as well. 

“But Ricky doesn’t want to 
box,” he notes as he deconstructs 
his character. “He doesn’t want to 
work in construction. He wants to 
be a mobster. He’s openly homo- 
phobic. Then, at the New York 
hotel, it’s, This is a fag place.’ Sam 
Rockwell. Throwing stuff at him. 
You know what I mean. And why 
is a gay bellboy picking on Ricky 
to come up to in the first place? 

“Ultimately, the movie ends 
with the children’s party. Bobby 
and Ricky come together. They live 
together. They have a kid. Ricky is 
very much finding comfort in sort 
of being a housewife type, taking 
care of the kid. He also gets his 
feelings hurt. ‘But you do conde¬ 
scend.’ ‘I don’t mean to conde¬ 
scend.’‘But you do and that hurts.’ 

“Ricky eventually evolves. His 
anger, his physicalizing the vio¬ 
lence or swearing or his need to 
put down other groups, he does in 
order to make himself look okay. 
But he finally becomes comfort¬ 
able with what his reality is. 
Whether it’s sexual or not sexual, 
I don’t think it’s important. I 
think it’s fair to say it’s either one. 
Unquestionably the thrust of the 
film is Ricky and Bobby’s rela¬ 
tionship. Not the crime story. Not 
the other stuff. It’s more to do 
with that. That’s the ultimate 
thing. You know Joe Buck. ‘That’s 
fag stuff. That’s fag stuff.’ You 
know what I mean?” ▼

It was pretty amazing to see all of 
the work I’d done over the years. 
[But] to have a retrospective at the 
young age of 60 is a little like a de¬ 
capitation, because I have all these 
other projects that I’m working 
on. One of the things that people 
seeing the exhibit have comment¬ 
ed on is the amazing consistency 
of my work, even though I’ve 
worked in a number of styles. 

What are some of the elements of 
that consistency? 

[There’s] a kind of trust in the 
imagination that comes forth, and 
it’s a dark imagination. But at the 
same time, there’s a kind of play¬ 
fulness that puts the whole thing 
together. And there’s also a bit of 
social concern, as well as a sensu¬ 
ality. 

You did a significant amount of 
male nude photography in the 
70s, then moved on to other 
themes before taking up studies of 
male nudes again in the '90s. 

What made you come back to it 
recently? 

I had been doing a lot of color 
and still-life photos. Richard 
Lorenz really liked the fact that a 
lot of my stuff was in the realm of 
homoerotic fantasy, and he en¬ 
couraged me in that. Also, I have 
been living here in Cambria near 
Big Sur, and it’s a wonderful area 
to do the male nude, to relate 
them to the area. 

There are an awful lot of photog¬ 
raphers doing male erotic photog¬ 
raphy these days. What's your 
take on that? 

A lot of it relies too much on 
“the beautiful,” rather than the in¬ 
trospective or the thoughtful. To 
do beautiful is easy. You can buy a 
body at the gym now, in a sense. I

think most of the [erotic male] 
photographers now don’t work at 
it hard enough. 

How did the Corcoran handle the 
display of your male nude pho¬ 
tographs? Did they shy away from 
that part of your work? 

They devoted a lot of space to 
my homoerotic work. In the mid¬ 
dle of the room there’s a big glass 
case [with clippings of Tress’work 
from Christopher Street, Mandate, 
Drummer and others]. I wanted 
to show the balance, because [the 
art] was part of that time. And 
this is the first time that a major 
American museum has included 
an exhibit of gay ephemera. 

Some gay artists disdain being 
identified as such. How do you 
feel about being identified as a 
gay artist? 

It’s only one room out of six. 
But there’s a gay sensibility that 
pervades the entire body of work. 
There’s a prevalence of attention 


to men, both young and old, and 
then there’s a kind of nerdy sissi- 
ness that only a gay person could 
do. I think I’ve just coined a 
phrase there. The last part of the 
exhibit includes these 3-D photo 
pop-ups, or cut-outs, really the 
knock-out part of the exhibit, that 
goes back to the years I spent as a 
little boy cutting out paper dolls. 
[When you grow up gay,] there’s 
that kind of alienated loneliness. 
In the ’50s, ’60s and ’70s, gays 
were very marginal, and you felt a 
kind of schizophrenia about your¬ 
self, a paranoia, and that part of it 
is in those earlier, darker images. 

There's an almost sculpture-like 
and painterly sense to much of 
your work, particularly to later 
series such as Requiem for a Pa¬ 
perweight and Fish Tank Sonata. 

My early work tended to be 
more silent and stark, and yet to¬ 
ward the end of the book the sub¬ 
jects have a more baroque feeling 
of movement. The focus of the 


pictures seems more sculpturally 
complex. On a lot of the pictures, 
I actually do paint. 

In the past, you've read heavily 
about dreams and psychoanalysis, 
particularly the work of C.G. 

Jung. Do these ideas remain a big 
influence for you? 

Not as much as in the past. I 
just plunge into my own head 
now. It’s all there. ▼

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land, near the Wagn¬ 
ers’ boat, The Splendour, in the 
company of Wagner, actor 
Christopher Walken, and the 
boat’s captain. Shrouded in mys¬ 
tery for 20 years, this event occu¬ 
pies the final 68 pages of Finstad’s 
biography. Her reconstruction of 
the drunken last weekend of 
Wood’s life raises many questions 
and leads the reader to the clear 
understanding that Robert Wagn¬ 
er has never told the truth about 
what really happened. Most read¬ 
ers will reach the conclusion that 
the sodden Wagner, in a jealous 


rage, argued with 
his wife and that she 
fell, or was pushed, 
overboard sometime 
before midnight. The 
owners of a boat 
moored 80 feet from 
The Splendour re¬ 
ported hearing a 
woman’s cries for help, 
calling out repeatedly, 
“Someone please help 
me, I’m drowning.” 
They described a 
drunken male voice, or 
voices, replying mock¬ 
ingly, “Oh, don’t worry, 
we’ll help you,” and 
“Hold on to your hat, 
we’re coming to get you.” 
But the woman’s cries 
continued. Natalie’s body 
was recovered the next 
morning, floating in the 
sea. 

Finstad hits all the high¬ 
lights of Natalie Wood’s life 
and career, supported by a 
wealth of research. Occa¬ 
sional descents into hyper¬ 
bole must be forgiven, like book 
jacket notes that describe Natalie 
Wood “along with Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe and Elizabeth Taylor, as one of 
the top three female movie stars 
in the history of film.” She was not 
that. But the portrait that emerges 
from Finstad’s work is that of a 
charming, beautiful woman 
whose triumphs were accompa¬ 
nied by tragedy, and whose per¬ 
sonal happiness was constantly 
undercut by her own insecurities 
and her efforts to maintain her 
“movie star” image. ▼ 


compellingly told, you don’t real¬ 
ize until the very last page that her 
life is essentially a Hollywood 
cliche. The cast of supporting 
characters, many of them famous 
actors, keep the story moving 
along at a brisk pace. Yet none of 
the professional actors rises to the 
high standard of lunacy estab¬ 
lished by Wood’s Russian immi¬ 
grant mother, Maria, the “mad ge¬ 
nius” who created a movie-star 
daughter and an emotional crip¬ 
ple. 

A superstitious, borderline psy¬ 
chotic, Maria Gurdin visited a 
gypsy fortune-teller who told her 
that her second daughter would be 
a world-renowned beauty. It was a 
prediction accompanied by a 
warning to Maria to stay away 
from “dark waters” because she 
would someday drown. From the 
moment of Natasha Gurdin’s San 
Francisco birth, Maria set about 
fulfilling the gypsy prophecy, 
turning her second daughter into 
the movie star Natalie Wood. Her 
alcoholic Russian husband Nick 
and her other daughters, Olga and 
Lana, were inconsequential in her 
life. Maria lived for Natalie, and 
Natalie lived to please her mother. 

Dragging the family from San 
Francisco to Santa Rosa, and fi¬ 
nally to Hollywood, Maria, 
through sheer determination, se¬ 
cured a seven-year studio contract 
for Natalie when she was only six 
years old. In her maneuvering and 
manipulations, Maria was bril¬ 
liant. She was also full of supersti¬ 
tions and phobias that she passed 
on to young Natalie, especially her 
fear of drowning. As the child ac¬ 


tress matured into a 
woman, she rebelled into 
a precocious sexual ad¬ 
venturess at the age of 15, 
running with James 
Dean, Dennis Hopper, 
and Nick Adams, her 
co-stars in Rebel With¬ 
out a Cause. But she 
also had affairs with 
old-school Hollywood 
mainstays like 

Nicholas Ray and 
Frank Sinatra. 


Damaged by life 

Natalie became a 
movie star under the 
dying system of Hol¬ 
lywood contract 
players, and she cast 
herself in the mold 
of “Old Holly¬ 
wood,” a genera¬ 
tion whose style 
and substance 
began to wane just 
as Natalie reached 
adulthood. Neurotic, insecure, 
and permanently damaged by her 
upbringing, she spent years in 
daily psychotherapy. The Oscar 
she sought so desperately eluded 
her, despite three Best Actress 
nominations, and her first mar¬ 
riage to Robert Wagner allegedly 
crumbled when she came home 
and caught him, en flagrante, with 
another man. Many suicide at¬ 
tempts and two divorces later, she 
remarried Wagner and gave birth 
to two daughters before her un¬ 
timely death by drowning in 1981. 

This final tragic episode took 
place in the waters off Catalina Is¬

favorite movie, we see the film 
being re-enacted, with Sonia 
Braga playing the glamorous 
diva/chanteuse/heroine. At first 
contemptuous, Valentin finds 
himself amused by Molina and 
interested in the story. He soon re¬ 
alizes that the film is Nazi propa¬ 
ganda, with the Fascists as heroes 
and the French Resistance fighters 
as villains.

It’s the 
love between the heroine and the 
officer that fascinates him, not the 
politics of the story. Unlike 
Valentin, Molina focuses on indi¬ 
viduals, not causes. His strongest 
relationship is with his mother, 
who loves and accepts him for 
what he is. She is ill, alone, and 
devastated by the humiliation of 
his incarceration. 

Prison officials want Molina to 
get information out of Valentin, 
promising him freedom if he ob¬ 
tains it. He asks for — and gets — 
special food for them both, telling 
Valentin that it has been brought 
to him by his mother. Molina 
finds himself falling in love with 
Valentin, and Valentin grows to 
love and respect Molina. The re¬ 
lationship turns sexual, although 
Valentin refuses to kiss Molina 
until the day the window-dresser 
is discharged. 

Valentin persuades Molina to 
convey a message to his revolu¬ 
tionary comrades, which he reluc¬ 
tantly agrees to do. In a neat bit of 
irony, the final scenes show Moli¬ 
na heroically confronting reality 
while Valentin escapes into fanta¬ 
sy. ' ^ 

Julia is superb as Valentin. He 
is macho yet sensitive, eloquent, 
intelligent, and honest. His ideo¬ 
logue is transformed into a loving 
man. He remains committed to 
his vision, but has matured as a 
person. When he tells Molina to 
never let anyone humiliate him, 
degrade him again, it’s because he 
has grown to respect his cellmate 
and value him.

Against type 

Hurt’s ground-breaking, 
Oscar-winning performance at 
first appears a triumph over mis¬ 
casting. Initially, his monotone 
voice fails to bring color to Moli¬ 
na’s descriptions and emotions, 
but it soon mesmerizes. Leonard 
Schrader’s stunning script reject¬ 
ed stereotypical behavior, forcing 
Hurt to play Molina in other 
ways. Hence, he is not consistent¬ 
ly effeminate — the gestures don’t 
seem natural to him. Physically, 
he seems constrained, as though 
apologizing for his manly build 
and size. Yet his interpretation 
grows more powerful as the film 
progresses, ultimately becoming 
heartbreaking and wrenching. It’s 
almost operatic, like when a great 
soprano appears physically wrong 
for a part but erases all doubts by 
her vocal artistry. 

Originally, the role had been 
planned for Burt Lancaster, an 
actor of intense physicality. Dis¬ 
agreement over the script result¬ 
ed in his withdrawal, although the 
official reason was the actor’s 


poor health. Lancaster wanted to 
play Molina with greater La Cage 
Aux Folles flamboyance, a concept 
rejected by producer David Weis- 
man and director Babenco. 

Although the film assumes the 
natural superiority of Valentin’s 
character, it doesn’t condescend to 
Molina. It does, however, demon¬ 
strate some confusion between 
sexual orientation and gender 
identity, which was common at 
the time. Molina suffers from in¬ 
ternalized homophobia — hardly 
surprising, then or now. He is 
subservient to Valentin — and 
wouldn’t have it any other way. 
That’s the role he wants to play, 
and the role expected of him — 
the role expected of women or 
men who identify with them. 
Valentin grows to cherish Moli¬ 
na’s integrity, strength, and kind¬ 
ness. In lesser hands, this could be 
patronizing. But not in Julia’s per¬ 
formance. By valuing these quali¬ 
ties in Molina, he acknowledges a 
broader, more personal vision of 
human nature that has enriched 
his life. ▼ 
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Sweet movies 

Films by Dusan Makavejev out on video

IPS ree cinema” has the dull 
|p ring of an oxymoron. The 
1 extreme level of control re¬ 
quired and the mass of pressures 
that collide in the preparation, 
production, and marketing of a 
movie have conspired against a 
certain kind of unfettered vision, 
and those who have attempted to 
create features that dispense with 
linear narrative, sympathetic char¬ 
acters, and other supposed givens 
of the artform have generally been 
relegated to the marginalized “ex¬ 
perimental film” category. 

During the heyday of the 
counterculture in the ’60s and 
70s, a few brave souls crept out of 
formula filmmaking and found 
surprisingly wide audiences — 
along with notoriety and censor¬ 
ship — for their work. Chief 
among these was Dusan Makave¬ 
jev. Born in Belgrade in 1932 of 
Serbian parents, Makavejev, like 
his French counterparts in the late 
’40s and ’50s, was a product of the

local film societies, screening a 
wide array of works from British 
documentaries of the 1930s to 
important Russian silents, and ab¬ 
sorbing their influence. He made 
his first 16mm film, The Journey 
to Old Yugoslavia, in 1953, at a 
time when he was also studying 
psychology and writing film re¬ 
views. Starting in 1958, he made 
more than a dozen documentaries 
for Zagreb and other Yugoslav 
companies, a process that culmi¬ 
nated in his first feature, the 1966 
Man Is Not a Bird. This is one of 


Urhovec), an engineer who goes 
to work in a copper factory in 
eastern Serbia. He rents a room 
from the parents of sexy hair¬ 
dresser Raika (Milena Dravic), 
with whom he has a passionate af¬ 
fair. Makavejev loves to poke holes 
in pomposity, and while Jan is ac¬ 
cepting an award for being a good 
Communist worker, Raika is 
screwing a rather sleazy truck- 
driver. Typical of the director, this 
scene is visualized in un-self-con¬ 
scious montage, with the swelling 
music ( Ode to Joy ) accompanying

six of his features (out of a mere 
nine, excluding a film to which he 
contributed a sequence, and a 50- 
minute self-portrait) released on 
VHS by Facets Video. 

Makavejev’s interest in politi¬ 
cal and sexual liberation, which he 
believed could not be separated, 
was evident early in his career. His 
second short, Spomenicima Ne 
Treba Verovati (1958), won praise 
at Cannes but censorship at 
home, when the Yugoslav author¬ 
ities held it back for five years be¬ 
cause of an “overly erotic” seduc¬ 
tion scene. This would be the first 
of many run-ins with the censors 
that would plague his career and, 
arguably, keep him from being 
recognized as a major postwar 
film artist. 

Ode to joy 

Makavejev has been more inti¬ 
mately involved with his produc¬ 
tions than most directors, and 
Man Is Not a Bird (1965) is no ex¬ 
ception. Scripted by the director, 
the film follows Jan (Janez 


Jan’s ceremony cross-cut with the 
sensual details of Raika’s tryst. 
Makavejev’s comments on his 
style — a word he disowns — are 
apropos here: “The guerrilla can 
use whatever weapons he likes, 
paving stones, fire, bullets, slo¬ 
gans, songs. The same with 
movies. We can use everything 
that comes to hand: fiction, doc¬ 
uments, actualities, titles. ‘Style’ is 
not important. You must use sur¬ 
prise as a psychological weapon.” 

Man Is Not a Bird indeed inter¬ 
mingles “fiction, documents, actu¬ 
alities” in its vivid location shoot¬ 
ing — Jan’s copper factory is a real 
one — and striking interpolations, 
such as what looks like an impro¬ 
vised scene with a small-town cir¬ 
cus that includes a hypnotist and 
snake-eaters. Makavejev’s use of 
handheld camera deepens the 
viewer’s sense of engagement with 
what’s happening, from Jan’s cere¬ 
mony with what appears to be a 
cast of thousands of well-wishers, 
to the violent attack on Raika by

Safety in numbers

' |p he Chainsaw Kittens’ self-ti- 
§j tied 1996 album was one of 
8 my favorite discs of that 
year. Frontman Tyson Meade is 
openly gay, and songs such as the 
raucous “Dorothy’s Last Fling”; 
the brutal “Mouthful of Glass, 5 ’ 
which addressed gay-bashing; and 
the gorgeous “Speedway Okla¬ 
homa” were proof that queers 
could rock ’n’ roll you over better 
than any straight dude. On The 
All American (Four Alarm), their 
sensational new album, Meade 
still tackles difficult subjects. The 
opening track “Light” begins with 
a reference to an “abortion clinic 
bomb” and says, “Sometimes we 
go on/when it’s all gone wrong.” 

On “John Wayne,” Meade 
sings, “John Wayne hates gays,” in 
one of the most friendly piano 
and drum settings you’ve ever 
heard. “All American Wiggle Wig¬ 
gle” sounds like these cats have 
been listening to their Sleater- 
Kinney, and “Hedonist” has a 
downright disco beat. The album 
closes with the cover-tune medley

ment when they discover she’s been 
making it with their boarder. A 
motif seen frequently in his work is 
introduced here, the coupling, or 
contrast, of a monumental work of 
state-sponsored art (architecture, a 
giant poster) and the individual 
dwarfed, threatened, and in a sense 
consumed, by it. Man Is Not a Bird 
has been called a “cornerstone of 
Eastern European cinema,” and the 
director’s “collage” method that 
pulls together disparate materials 
into a pleasurable whole, along 
with a strain of unabashed eroti¬ 
cism, validates that status. 

Orgone frenzy 

Makavejev’s most famous film 
is WR: Mysteries of the Organism 
(1968-1971), and while some crit¬ 
ics (notably Robin Wood) have 
argued that here the director’s col¬ 
lage approach has finally gone out 
of control, the match of subject 
and director is ideal. The “WR” of 
the title refers to Wilhelm Reich, 
the controversial psychologist and 
philosopher whose “orgone box,” 
alleged to cure cancer and other 
diseases, landed him in a Pennsyl¬ 
vania prison, where he died in 
1958. Reich was, like Makavejev, 
an unapologetic liberationist, dis¬ 
gusted by both Communism’s ha¬ 
tred of creativity and Capitalism’s 
idolatry of consumerism. For 
both men, to quote Reich as quot¬ 
ed in the film, “Fascism is the 
frenzy of sexual cripples.” 
Makavejev’s paean to Reich is a 
kaleidoscope of constructs and ef¬ 
fects, a wild melange that’s vari¬ 
ously a heartfelt tribute to a mar¬ 
tyred pioneer, a screed against war 
and more personal brutalities, a 
satire of Communism, and a plea 
for liberation on all levels. Shot in 
both Yugoslavia and the United 
States, WR includes a rich sam¬ 
pling of Reich quotes, a bit of 
footage of Reich and his wife, and 
interviews with family members, 
devotees, and Maine locals who 
knew him as an okay guy if slight¬ 
ly eccentric. His influence is indi¬ 
cated in voiceover quotes from 
both Reich and Makavejev 
(“Comrade-lovers, for your 
health’s sake, fuck freely!”), scenes 
of a bioenergetic workshop in 
New York, a penis plaster cast 
being made, and a rare sighting of

of “We Got the Beat”/”Nightclub- 
bing,” claiming the songs like 
their favorite scratching post. 

If The Chainsaw Kittens were 
based in the United Kingdom in¬ 
stead of the United States, they 
might sound something like 
Placebo. On Black Market Music 
(Hut/Virgin), Placebo’s third 
album, androgynous and queer¬ 
leaning frontman Brian Molko 
leads his trio through some of the 
sexiest rock ’n’ roll since, well, The 
Chainsaw Kittens. The sex, drugs 
and rock ’n’ roll credo comes to 
life more than once on the album. 
The suggestion of sex (and love) 
drives songs such as “Black-Eyed” 
to an erotic finish. Drugs are given 
their due on “Special K,” while 
“Slave to the Wage” (with its ref¬ 
erence to “Maggie’s farm”) and 
the defiant “Haemoglobin” are 
real rock ’n’ roll. In an unexpected 
turn, Placebo even blends rock 
and hiphop with surprisingly 
good results on “Spite 8c Malice.” 

Like Placebo, the all-female 
metal/punk band Betty Blow¬ 
torch has one openly gay member. 
Blare, the guitar player, is an out 
lesbian. As one-quarter of the 


one of the (then) “10 or 15 orgone 
boxes left in the country.” 

The film is a crazy quilt of vi¬ 
sual quotes, ranging from the 
ironic hagiography of an old 
Russian melodrama about Stalin 
to the grisly horror of Nazi med¬ 
ical footage of electroshock thera¬ 
py. Makavejev’s weapons against 
these atrocities are whimsy, satire 
and sex. He skewers war in the 
person of poet Tuli Kupferberg, 
seen prancing through the streets 
of New York in a comic costume 
holding a fake gun and quietly 
rattling passersby. Most impres¬ 
sive in this regard is a recurring 
story of Party faithful Radmilovic 
(Zoran Radmilovic), Reich enthu¬ 
siast Milena (Mileana Dravic), 
and her roommate Jagoda (Jago- 
da Kaloper). Hilarious indeed are 
Milena’s arguments with a canny 
old lady, who dishes the Reichian 
ideal as practiced by a couple 
nearby: “To me it’s just a fuck- 
fest!” When her boyfriend Rad¬ 
milovic upbraids her thus, “Now 
that you’ve passed a Party course, 
you snub intimate proletarian 
friends!” she replies in perfect 
Communist-speak: “That’s a slan¬ 
derous lie, you irresponsible ele¬ 
ment!” In a brilliant stroke, when 
a perfect orgasm leads to Milena’s 
beheading, she continues to dis¬ 
pense Reichian homilies from the 
little white pan in which her head 
sits. Not surprisingly, WR had its 
share of censorship problems; in 
fact, Makavejev left the former 
Yugoslavia in 1971 when the film 
was banned there. 

Makavejev’s post-WR career 
has been halting at best. Sweet 
Movie (1974) was widely reviled 
both critically and commercially, 
and banned in Canada after the 
leading lady walked off the film in 
disgust. Montenegro (1981) gar¬ 
nered mixed reviews, while Coca- 
Cola Kid (1985) was seen as a 
failed attempt to make a commer¬ 
cial film. Manifesto (1989) won 
kudos but not audiences; The Go¬ 
rilla Bathes at Noon (1993) was 
criticized for its aimless plot; A 
Hole in the Soul (1995) is a rarely 
seen self-portrait less than an 
hour long; and Danish Girls Show 
Everything (1996) is a comic an¬ 
thology to which he contributed 
an entry, unscreened. ▼

away 


W hy is everybody leaving San 
Francisco just as things are 
starting to get good again? I 
read in local daily scribe Rob Morse’s 
column that hoards (or at least drib¬ 
bles) of disgruntled citizens are fleeing 
the city’s squalor. Homeless people 
frighten them as much as Godzilla. 

Well, sayonara folks. We’ll be missing 
you as the party carries on without you. 
Soon even us vagabonds will be able to 
snap up old Victorians on the cheap. 

While the defections of whiners 
won’t significantly impair the city’s 
functioning, two recent departures 
will have serious lasting effects on our 
cozy queer community. The first, if 
we’re lucky, may well be temporary: I 
refer to the migration to New York of 
Jonathan Katz, Ph.D., whose huge 
presence in this town over the last 
decade — as activist, organizer, and 
educator — has shaped GLBT culture 
much for the better, possibly for gen¬ 
erations to come. 

As Katz takes up his new position 
as art professor at SUNY, we San Fran¬ 
ciscans will continue to reap the re¬ 
wards of the progressive cultural revo¬ 
lution he helped launch here. On the 
patio of the Eagle Tavern last Sunday, 
Katz received a huge, pink-triangle- 
topped going-away cake from his ad¬ 
mirers, including the Sisters of Perpet¬ 
ual Indulgence, who were on hand to 
distribute Pink Saturday gate receipts to 
various nonprofit organizations, in¬ 
cluding HMI. Katz well-wishers at the 
beer-bust included hard-working HMI 
Executive Director and Dean Kevin 
Schaub and Program Director Mark 
Menke, as well as Pam Peniston, direc¬ 
tor of the Queer Cultural Center — all 
of whom owe much of their organiza¬ 
tions’success to Katz’s vision and drive. 

In founding HMI, Katz helped 
build a nonprofit educational enter¬ 
prise of great energy, innovation, di¬ 
versity, and community service. One 
would expect no less, from the once- 
fiery Queer Nation activist, who de¬ 
manded integrity of public officials 
and upheld high standards for himself 
as much as for the queer community. 

Yet another soul left us recently — 
on Independence Day, to be exact — 
and his departure leaves many of us 
dazed. I was at an outpost in the Cana¬ 
dian wilderness when I got the news 
that filmmaker and beautiful spirit 
Blue Moor had passed on suddenly, 
unexpectedly, from this life to the next. 

I refused to believe it at first, because 
I’d recently hung out with Blue in yoga 
class and elsewhere, and had written 
about his work over the past several 
months organizing both the First An¬ 
nual Faerie Film Fest and then the 
enormously successful Faerie Freedom 
Village at the Pride Celebration. 

My first thought was that Blue had 
worked himself to death, a depressing 
notion. Then a friend, bless his heart, 
did a ritual in Blue’s honor, rolling a fat- 
tie of fine herb and tossing it on the 
ocean waves, offering it up to Blue’s 
ghost. With that gesture my own spirit 
lifted; wherever and whatever Blue is 
now, he’s left much love and creativity 
flowing in San Francisco. Now he can 
relax and be blissful. ▼

wobbly Paul Plishka. SFS’s Timo¬ 
thy Nolen (remember him from 
Spring Opera?) was much better; 
i.e. sick, twisted and 
stomach-churning as the religious 
bigot who lusts after Johanna. 

Otherwise, we had George 
Hearn (Todd), Patti LuPone (Mrs. 
Lovett), Davis Gaines (Anthony), 
John Aler (The Beadle), Stanford 
Olsen (Pirelli) and Neil Patrick 
Harris (Tobias) in the same parts; 
all of them were first-rate. Hearn 
must be in his 60s, but his singing is 
firm and powerful, as well as funny, 
anguished and always nuanced. 
LuPone is not a favorite of mine. 
Her hard tone is increased by the 
miking, but the meat-pie mistress 


is a perfect fit with her brassy, 
show-biz vulgarity. Together, she 
and Hearn made magic in “A Little 
Priest” and “By the Sea.” Her duet 
with Tobias, the show’s most popu¬ 
lar song, “Not While I’m Around,” 
had a beautiful duality between the 
tender and the cruel. 

Lisa Vroman, a popular SF 
artist ever since she decided to live 
here after a lengthy run in Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera, made a sweet 
but not cloying Johanna, and 
Gaines, her Phantom partner, 
proved to be downright hunky 
when not skulking around in that 
stupid mask. His breath control in 
several songs, where he has to 
hold a climactic note through 
multiple chord changes, was ex¬ 
emplary. The other newcomer 
was Victoria Clark, who kept the 
beggar woman subtly but power¬ 


fully in our consciousness until 
the final revelation. Rob Fisher, 
who is a musical comedy special¬ 
ist and often accompanies LuPone 
in symphony concerts, main¬ 
tained fine energy and balances. 

I dislike amplification on prin¬ 
ciple, but this was as good as that 
used for Lloyd Webber’s underrated 
Aspects of Love with Sarah Bright- 
man at the Curran Theatre several 
years ago. Sweeney Todd (gracefully 
semi-staged by Lonny Price) was so 
well-cast and so successful at letting 
us hear an inventive, well-crafted, 
emotional score in optimum con¬ 
ditions that I’d love to see SFS make 
the presentation of a concert musi¬ 
cal an annual event. I’d vote for 
Show Boat, Guys and Dolls, 
Brigadoon or The Desert Song, but 
you can supply your own favorite 
neglected show. ▼
